Stout State University will open 
its fall semester with three major 
wilding projects under construc- 
on. 

Expected to be completed in 
early October are a new admin- 
strative building and a library 
addition, which will triple the 
ize of the present Robert L. 
ierce Memorial Library. The 
4.5 million’ Science and Tech- 
Nology building is not expected 
_to be completed until the middle 
of 1970. 

Completed this simmer were 
two dormitories, which will ac- 
commodate 250 students, The 
dormitories were ready for oc- 
cupancy September Ist, 

The new administration build-~ 
ing will occupy the corner of 
Main and Broadway, Menomonie’ s 
major intersection, It will house 
most of the university’s admin- 
istrative offices, Parking is be- 
ing developed in the rear of the 
building. 

The library, which is also a 
$1 million project, was slowed, 
along with the administrative 
building, by construction strikes 
this summer. 

The Science and Technology 
building occupies two city blocks 
on the East side of the campus. 
When completed, it will house the 
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Wood Technics, Power Mechan- 
ics, Industrial Graphics and In- 
dustrial Technology departments. 
Mathematics, physics, chemistry 
and biology will also be housed 
in the structure. 


Two major buildings in the 


planning stage are a $4.5 mill- | 


ion Home Economics building 
and a $5 million Applied Arts 
and Science building, Completion 
of these buildings is not expected 
for several years. 


In the more immediate future 
additional housing for almost 600 
students is planned, 

An apartment—type housing 


complex is expected to be con- 


structed on a hill overlooking 
Nelson Field, The apartments 
will accommodate 350 students 
and is the first project of its 
kind in the state. 


One of the final projects in 
the development. of Stout’s North 
campus will be the addition of a 
conventional-type housing for 220 
students, 


The Board of Regents has di- 
rected a Chicago consulting firm, 
Perkins & Will, to develop a 
long-range campus plan. The 
plan, expected to be completed 
in late 1969, will serve as a 
guide for all future campus dev- 
elopment, 

The construction activity re- 
flects the startling growth Stout 
has experienced in the last de- 
cade. Enrollment is now ap- 
proaching 5,000. 

Ten years ago, the enrollment 
at Stout was under 1500. There 
were residence halls only at the 
north end of campus, Academic- 
ally, there was Bowman Hall, 
Harvey Hall, Ray Halil, Fryklund 
Hall, and a natatorium and Field- 
house, 

Half of what is now the student 
center was in use, There wasa 
Child Study Center, a Home Man- 
agement Center, and Some men

During his Wednesday address 
Micheels expressed the views of 
the entire administration and face 
ulty when he said, “We want you 
to have a year that is intellec- 
tually stimulating, ayear in which 
you mature as far and as fast as 
possible, a year which is inter~ 
esting and enjoyable, and a year 
which you can look back upon 
with real pride.’’ 


Stout State University has grade 
uates in every state in the nation 
and throughout the world. During 
their stay on campus, freshmen 
will meet visitors and students 
from many parts of the world. 


‘Working with them and getting 
to know other students can be an 
extremely important part of your 
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total education,’’ said the pres- 
ident. 

In recent years, the faculty and 
students at Stout have spent much 
time re-evaluating the purposes 
of our institution and doing much 
thinking and planning with respect 
to our long-range goals. 


*The net result,” said Micheels, 
“has been a restatement of pur- 
pose and a description o f the 
long range goals toward whichall 
of us expect to be striving in this 
dynamic, changing world.’ 


One of these goals is that the 
student grow in three directions, 
They are to learn how todo some~ 
thing well, to learn how tograpple 
with ideas, and to learn to think 
and live creatively. 


Micheels said, “You are not at 
Stout State University just to 
stuff yourself with a lot of facts 
and a lot of knowledge ~ that’s 
what we have waste baskets and 
garbage cans for.” 


The president stressed the 
words opportunity, competition 
and learning because each is at 
our disposal at Stout. 


‘Tt would be my wish that you 
will leave Stout State University 
knowing what to live for, how to 
live and how to make a vine; a 
Micheels said. 


Oetting Retires Education 


Forty-five years as an educator 


ended for Dr. Erich R, Oetting . 


this August as he retired as dean 
of Stout State University’s School 
of Education. 

Dr, Oetting, who came to Stout 
in 1945, served under three pres- 
idents, witnessed enrollment in- 
crease from 600 to 4,300 and 
Stout develop from an institute 
through a college to a university. 

Noting that Dr, Oetting was 
the first dean of the School of 
Education, Dr, William J. Mich- 
eels, university president said: 
“It was largely through his ac- 
tions that the school of education 
came into being at Stout State 
university. 

‘His quiet, but effective man- 
ner and his mature judgment and 
interest in the whole field of 
education was such that he left 
a mark, not only at this univer- 
sity, but on the total education 
program inthe state of Wisconsin, 

‘He has had a long and dis- 
tinguished career at all levels of 
education and has made a special 
contribution at Stout. We will all 
miss his presence.’’ 

Oetting joined the university as 
head of the department of psy= 
chology and education, was made 
director of teacher education in 
1961 and dean of the School of 
Education in 1964, 

Oetting did not start out to 
become a teacher. After high 
school, he wentto business school 
and worked for several years as 
a cashier and credit manager for 
a wholesale grocery in Nebraska. 
Not satisfied with the progress he 
was making, he quit his job and 
returned to school. 

He received his bachelor’s de- 


gree from Wayne State (Nebraska) 
in 1924, He did graduate work at 
the University of Wisconsin and 
received his master’s degree in 
1935 and his doctorate in educa- 
tional administration in 194lfrom 
the University of Nebraska, 

During the next 15 years, he 
served as school superintendent 
in two Nebraska communities, 
Dodge and Wynot. Before coming 
to Stout, he served four years as 
head of the education department 
at Kansas Wesleyan University 
at Salina, ; 

Stout offered only teacher edu- 
cation programs in industrial arts 
and home economics when Oetting 
arrived. Now the school offers 
eight undergraduate and six grad- 
uate programs, 

These programs produce 600 
teachers annually to help staff 
classrooms in the 
teachers in American Industry, 
art, marketing and distributive 
education, early childhood educa~ 
tion, home economics, industrial 
arts, vocational education and 
technical education. In addition, 
school specialists are also train- 
ed in audio-visual communica- 
tion, guidance, school psychology 
and safety education, 

_ The university’ s original mis- 
sion was teacher education. Oet= 
ting is proud that the university 
has remained remarkably true to 
that goal. He noted recently that 
2,200 students have indicated that 
they will teach after graduation. 

“Thats quite a record for a 
present day university to have 
more than half its enrollment in 
teacher education,’?? he com- 
mented, 

He expressed concern over the

fragmented use that has been 
made of the tremendous amount 
of social and scientific know- 
ledge young «Americans have 
fallen heir to in the past several 
decades. In spite of this, he 
said he has great faith in stu- 
dents and the educational system, 
He said the crises that educa- 
tion was facing would pass with 
time and understanding. 

Oetting and his wife, Alice, a 
former high school teacher in 
the Menomonie system, have 
planned an extended world tour 
for later this year, On their re- 
turn, he said, they would devote 
more time to golfing, fishing, 
reading, bridge, philately, lapid- 
ary and gardening. 

The Oettings have two children, 
Mrs. Donald (Jeanette) Seaberg 
and Dr. Eugene R., a professor 
in psychology at Colorado State 
Univer sity.

So, we’re back, and | have one question. Why are we 
back?

Why are we here? 

Let’s start at the beginning. How old were you when 
someone asked that all-glorious question, “What do you 
want to be when you grow up?”

It doesn’t matter if we want to 
go, or if we don’t know what we want to study once we 
get there, just so we do get there. 

The outcome? We’re all made of ticky-tacky, and we 
all come out just the same. Or do we? 

Whatever your reasons are for being here, whether 
it is to find a husband, or to avoid the draft, or simply to 
grab a diploma because it is the expected thing to do, you 
will have to admit that college can be a pretty good life. 
Like everything else, you get from these four years just 
what you put into them. If it is only the diploma you want, 
then that is what you will get. However, if you are looking 
for something more, the opportunity is here. 

For a freshman, there is the chance to spread his wings 
and feel the first breeze of freedom. It is a controlled free- 
dom, which keeps many of us from falling on our face, but 
as the years go our independence matures, and hopefully, 

_we can graduate standing on our own feet. 

For everyone, there is a social life. There are new 
people with different ideas, different cultures, different 
ways of life, and we are free to accept or reject as we 
please. 

There are activities which offer the chance to experi- 
ment, to compete, to accomplish, or to fail. And last, but 
not least, we have the chance to learn. If we graduate 
and still do not know what we want from life, it isn’t fair 
to say that college was a waste. Here we learn to think 
and communicate, and to deal with people of all kinds. 
To me, this is a pretty good foundation on which to build 
the rest of our lives, and the book-learnin’ we pick up 
along the way certainly won’t hurt us much.

Campus Parking Spots Increase

Installment Paying Offered 


For the first time, students quring the semester. 


attending a Wisconsin State Uni- 
versity may choose an installment 
payment plan that divides univer- 
sity charges into four payments 
each semester. 

WSU-—Platteville is the only 
state university offering the plan 
the first semester of 1969-70, said 
Eugene R, McPhee, WSU system 
executive director. The other 
seven universities and four 
branch campuses with two se- 
mesters may adopt the plan later.

The installment plan was au- 
thorized by the Board of Regents 
Aug. 1, for any state university 
desiring to use it.

Here is how the plan will work 
for a Wisconsin resident, assum- 
ing fees of $200 a semester and 
university room and meal charges

On July 15, a student who will 
live in a university hall pays a 
$50 deposit. 

On Aug. 15, he can pay the full 
$200 in fees and $420 for room 
and meals, for a total of $620. 


If he chooses the installment 
plan, he can pay $164 on Aug. 15, 
two payments of $165 eachon Oct. 
1 and* Nov. 1, and $126 on Dec. 1. 
In addition, he pays service char- 
ges (one per cent on the unpaid 
balance) which total $873 for 
the semester. 


A Wisconsin student not liv- 
ing on campus canpay his semes- 
ter fees in payments of $80 on 


Aug. 15 and $60 on Oct. | and 
Nov. |. His service charge is 
$1.89. 


For the second semester, the 
payment dates are Jan, 15, Feb, 
15, Mar. 15, and April 15. The 
$50 room deposit is deducted 
from the last payment. 

A non-resident student could 
have fees of about $670 a se- 


mester. For fees only, his pay- 
ments would be $268 on Aug. 15, 
and $201 on Oct. | and Nov. 1. 
If he lived in a university hall 
his payments covering fees, room 
and meals would be $352 on Aug. 
15, two payments of $306 each on 
Oct. | and Nov. 1, and $126 on 
Dec. 1. His service charge would 
be $6.03 for fees and $6.93 for 
room and meals, for a total of 
$12.96 a semester. 


University administrators say 
several months are needed to in- 
augurate an installment payment 
plan. At Platteville, business 
machines and computers will be 
vsed to bill the student or his 
parents for each payment, with 
a return envelope for mailing 
the check to the university.

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Micheels Calls for Renewal

With the wisdom of past exper= 
jences Dr. William J. Micheels, 
president of Stout State Univer- 
sity, challenged the academic 
community to be actively engaged 
in educational self-renewal atthe 
all-university convocation Mon- 
day. . 

After welcoming approximate- 
ly 4,000 students and faculty Dr. 
Micheels said, “‘We have to be 
ready to make changes at Stout.’ 

««We have always had change,’’ 
he said. ‘“‘What is new is the 
degree of change. That is change 
changed.’’ 

Using a situation from a town 
meeting held for construction of 
a jail, Micheels stated that ‘the 
heritages of our past contain 
the seeds which can bring forth 
the harvest of the future. We 
must think anew; we must act

He 
has agreed to bear a burden; he 
has decided to take the path of 
most resistance, He must realize 
that the price of power is high.” 
Secondly, ‘The responsible 
leader must be willing to be ace 
countable for himself, the indiv- 
idual, He must be aware of the 
fact that he must be a person 
worthy of the task he has under- 


taken. 

«The responsible leader can- 
not accept the job of leadership 
without the assuming of burdens 
and responsibilities of other peo- 
ple, This is the willingness to 
extend a helping hand to others— 
to feel for them and to assist them 
in their development as effective, 
happy human beings. 

“The pursuit of the lofiy is 


necessary for the responsible 


leader whose eye must be on the 
lofty, who must havea vision. You 
must be realistic but idealistic. 
You must see goals ahead, and 
you must want to be all you are 
capable of becoming.’’ 

Realistic but high goals are 
the aim of the LSU leaders today. 

When someone asked Dr. Cas- 
sens, an industrial psychologist 
who has been highly involved in 
group work, why Leadership Labs 
are held for the leaders and not 
for the followers who seemingly 
would most need help, he ex= 
plained thusly: 

“Leaders are thrust into a 
position of insecurity. After all, 
the leaders are the ones who 
are riding with their necks out.’’

Larkin Questioned On Work-Study 


In order to clear up some 
misconceptions Dr. Joseph Lar- 
kin, Stout State University direc- 
tor of Financial Aids, was inter- 
viewed concerning this year’s 
program.

year’s program is that students 
applying for work-study are given 
a set amount of dollars they may 
earn for one semester. 

The reason for this, according 
to Larkin, is to better organize 
the budgeting process of the de- 
partments. By setting the amount 
a student may earn, the hiring 
department knows ahead of time 
how many hours a student will be 
able to work and how much of 
their budget will be used to pay 
that particular student. 

No new restrictions have been 
set on the work-study program. 
If a student qualifies for work- 
study, whether he is from Wis- 
eonsin or from out-of-state, he 
can get a job, providing the money 
is available to hire him. 

For instance, if a student is 
allowed $250 for the semester, 
and his hiring department has 
$250 in their work-study budget, 
the department has already hired 
the number of students their bud= 
get allows. The department will 
then have to refuse a job to any 
further applicants. 

Dr, Larkin’s office in Harvey 
Hall is open to students with fur- 
ther questions.

anew; we must get at this matter 
of ‘self-renewal’ .”’ 

He said that the problem is in 
breaking through the crusty rigid- 
ity and stubborn complacency of 
the status quo. ‘‘As we struggle 
for renewal, we must heed the 
advice of John Gardner that, ‘it 
is not enough for an organization 
to recognize a need for renewal. 
We must entertain diverse views 
rather than one official doc- 
trine’.’? Thus we must plant new 
seeds for growth, 

_Micheels commented, ‘‘What 
we now have to teach them (chil- 
dren of society) is to get ready 
to learn things that nobody knows 
yet. We mustprovide mechanisms 
to make change possible.’’ One of 
these mechanisms is Students’ 
Week beginning March 15. 

Concentrating on student re- 
sponsibility, Micheels urged, 
“The traditional system of 
course-grade prerequisite for 
living in the outside world should 
phase out to opportunities for 
students to follow their own in- 
terest and curiosity.’’ 

Concerning gradesas symbols, 
Micheels stated, “One sometimes 
gets the impression that students 


‘and professors are often enemies 


in a battle of symbols rather than 
being allies in the learning pro=- 
cess. This must change, Evalua- 
tion should not cease, but become 
more meaningful.’’ 

The Students’ Week has no edu- 
cational restrictions. The pro- 
gram planned could occur on or 
off campus. 

¢¢What I have done is to provide 
the starting mechanism to getthe 
thinking, planning, and imple- 
menting underway,’? he said. 
“The rest is up to you. This is 
your baby, your happening.’’

Four years ago the Mexican 
Red Cross asked the American 
Red Cross to help teach class- 
es in water safety, home nurs- 
ing, mother and child care, and 
first aid.

Linda was one of 41 students 
across the nation chosen to work 
with the program. All were col- 
lege students and the program was 
strictly voluntary. They were div- 
ided into five different teams with 
each of them having a student 
leader. The student leader was 
usually a sophomore who had 
participated in the program pre- 
viously. 

Three days of orientation were 
held in New Orleans and on June 
29 the group left for Managua, 
Nicaragua and two more days of 
orientation. The teams were then 
divided and sent to their respec- 
tive countries. 

Linda and her teammate, a 
coed from California, went to 
the capital city of Honduras, Te- 
gucigalpa. The girls spent a week 
and a half together organizing ard 
teaching classes. Then Linda’s 
teammate left with another mem- 
ber of the team for another city 
in Honduras. Linda spent the 
next week in Tegucigalpa by her- 
self. 


That was the week the war be- 
tween Honduras and FE] Salvador 
really flared up. 

“We couldn’t leave the house 
and go outside, There were black- 
outs and we pulled the mattresses 
off the beds and slept on the 
floor because everyone was sure 
they were going to be bombed any 
minute. Men and boys patrolled 
the streets with machetes and 
guns. The radio was alwaysblar- 
ing ‘Attention, attention’ and drum

The President’s Council of the 
United Council of Wisconsin State 
Student Governments will holdits 
first meeting at Wisconsin State 
University—Superior Sept. 26 and 
27. The meeting will be held in 
conjunction with gatherings of the 
Board of Regents and the nine 
state university presidents. 

According to Mike Gonzales, 
Superior’s United Council meet- 
ing will begin Sept. 26 with in- 
dividual committee meetings and 
culminate with an open Pres- 
ident’s Council Sept. 27, 

Committees meeting will in- 
clude the constitution committee, 
which is responsible for all chan- 
ges made on the UC constitution; 
the finance committee, respons- 
ible for setting up the UC budget; 
the academic affairs committee 
which deals with curriculum and 
teacher evaluation and the Legis- 
lative and Research committee 
which studies bills that pertain 


‘to the students in the system and 


aids the UC in formulating pol- 
icies. 

Other committees meeting in- 
clude the student services com= 
mittee, which studies such things 
as seminars for all universities 
in the system, health services, 
and block bookings; the United 
Council directors, who are re- 
sponsible for setting up the agen- 
da for the next general assembly 
and for co-ordinating the United 
Council activities on their in- 
dividual campuses; the Pres- 
ident’s Council, which consists 
of the nine student body pres- 
idents and is responsible for 
reviewing the work and sugges- 
tions of all other groups. 

The United Council is an or- 
ganization “born of the common 
problems of college students a- 
eross the state.’’ It represents 
over 58,000 students enrolled in 
the system and provides them 
with responsible student govern= 
ment at a state level. 

The student governments of 
each campus provide the repre- 
sentatives that compose the mem-

bership of the UC. Three general 
assembly meetings and three 
President’s Councils are sched- 
uled each academic year. 

The students in the. system are 
represented at meetings of the 
Board of Regents and meetings of 
the university presidents by the 
United Council President, Bob 
Arndorfer, WSU-Stout; Executive 
Vice-President Scott Johnston, 
SWU-—Oshkosh; and other United 
Council officers, To these groups 
the UC conveys student opinion 
and views on matters pertinent to 
the students in the system. 


Bob Arndorfer, a senior at 
Stout and president of United 
Council, feels that the problems 
of students’ rights and more co- 
operative relations between stu- 
dent~faculty-administration have 
improved as a whole throughout 
the system. He believes the United 
Council’ s primary goals thisyear 
are to strengthen and build itself 
from within and to develop agood 
reputation in continuing suchper- 
tinent student concerns as fresh- 
man orientation, university res- 
ident hall programs and univer- 
sity food and health services. 

The United Council’s main 
headquarters will be located in 
the office of the Stout Student 
Association. 


Housing Denied 


The Wisconsin State Building 
Commission Monday denied a 
request by the State Universities 
System to construct student 
apartment housing at Stout at a 
cost of $2,431,200. 

Assemblyman Harvey Gee, 
Wisconsin Rapids, chairman of 
the State Universities subcom- 
mittee, said the cost was exor- 
bitant. The bids totalled $7,000 
for each student bed whereas the 
commission had authorized a 
limit of $5,000 per bed. 

The apartment type housing 
would have been located south 
of the Fieldhouse. The project 
was te be the first of its kind in 
the State Universities system,

The Inter— Residence Hail 
Council (RHC) has after many 
hours of discussion, arrived at 
an open house and visitation pro- 
gram for Stout State University 
students living inresidence halis.

Leaders pointed out that the 
rigid criteria used to measure a 
successful leader was not clearly 
formulated. However, most stue 
dents felt the small group ses- 
-Sion improved their leadership 
roles by learning to improve

Through this listening, 
students gain better inter-com- 
munication in both their personal 
and leadership roles, 

Students were motivated to try 
and continue the laboratory meth- 
ods in the educational process 
in the classroom. 

Individual experiences in small 

group discussions may have dif= 
fered, but most all agree it was 
a wonderful start toward the

The Stout Bluedevils suffered a 27-13 loss to Whitewater last 
weekend. At the same time, the Oshkosh Titans just slipped by 
Eau Claire 14-13. 

Tomorrow, Stout faces last year’s co-champs, the Titans, in 
their home opener. Stout will go into this battle with ‘‘upset’’ in 
mind. They must go into it with confidence, because the Bluedevils 
are capable of handing Oshkosh their second season loss, 


The defeat at Whitewater was not a compievery tana aes loss. 
Had Stout avoided a number of crucial fumbles in Warhawk terri- 
tory, and at the same time stopped the Warhawks’ first play from 
scrimmage, an 85-yard touchdown pass, they could have beaten 
Whitewater. 


A slow first half again was distastrous for the Devils. Down 
21 points at half, Stout came back to outscore their og | neon 13-6 
in the remaining half. The Bob Sievert to Reggie Holmes pass 
combination is becoming a potent threat. It was responsible for 
both touchdowns. Overall, Stout edged the Warhawks 191 to 183 
yards in passing, but our team couldn’t get the ground game goin” 
netting only 48 yards. The Warhawks rushed for 168. 

Defensive Coach Sten Pierce felt that our line did a fine job 
in containing the Warhawks speedy backs. Defensive ace Ron Robin- 
son turned in one more interception to run his total to three. 


The Devils play Oshkosh’s type of football. Our defensive line 
aud linebackers can handle the Titan strong point—rurning. All- 
conference halfback Ron Cardo, and rugged fullback Brian Burbey 
lead their attack. Stout must contain one off the league’s top quar- 
terbacks, Jim Goeckerman, to pull the upset. 

Offensively, it’s a matter of getting started, sooner. Stout mus‘ 
score quickly for they are already proving to be a tough second 
half ball club, both offensively and defensively. 

The challenge of Oshkosh will be met tomorrow in one of the 
better games of the year.

uperiority Expressed 


Montague posed the question 
of the male’s superiority intellec- 
tually. He wondered why it was 
that males have achieved more 
than women in some fields. He felt 
it was because women have not 
been allowed the same kind of 
encouragement and aspiration 
that men have always been given. 
Thus, as we look through history 
the female was actually slighted 
from even equalizing the male 
contributions in these fields, What 
could have happened if the female 
were granted equal rights earlier 
in history??? 

“Women know they can be 
clever as well as good,’’ said 
Montague, “as everyone knows 
the female is emotional. The fe- 
male relieves herself of various 
tensions by crying buckets of 
tears, The tear-drops areactual- 
ly larger in the female than 
male,’’ he said, ‘‘and the fluid 
contains bacteria salts and other 
wastes,”’ 

The male often keeps his emo- 
tions inside and ‘weeps’ as Mon- 
tague contrasted, through his skin 
which produces pimples, gastric 
stomach pains and acne. Thus, 
females cantake the strains of life 
often easier while the male’s 
tensions build up until he eventu- 
ally breaks down. 

Montague stated, ‘‘Some people 
think I talk this way (of women) 
to get better treatment from 
females.’’? However, he said this 
was not true.

Let Down 


What a let down in pride and morale the Platteville loss must 
have been to our team and the university's fans. After such a 
tremendous effort against Oshkosh, the Devils returned home a 
big contender and sitting in second place. Undoubtedly a team 
will let down a bit, this is natural. But the 44 - 9 drubbing is 
almost beyond comprehension. 

As head coach Max Sparger said Monday, ‘‘Platteville was not 
that good, and Stout was not that bad.’’ Seven pass ee 
and numerous other mistakes kept Stout from making a tter 
showing. But why all the mistakes? No one can answer for certain, 
except to say the players let down, weren’t ready or gave up. 
No matter what the answer, no one knows better than the players 
themselves—they weren’t sharp. : 

Stout’s pride was hurt. As Sparger also noted though, ‘‘We have 
the type of team which can come back . . . we must make up for 
it by playing a better game of ball next time.’’’ 

Next time is tomorrow, when the LaCrosse Indians, victors over 
Oshkosh and nationally ranked St. Norbert, come to town. Game- 
time is 1:30. 

LaCrosse has basically a better team than Platteville, especially 
in defense. End Dewey Stendahl kicked a 51 yard field goal to tip 
the Green Knights last week. St. Norbert had been the NAIA’s fif- 
teenth ranked team in the nation. Incidentally, the WSUC leader 
Whitewater is ranked sixteenth. They are 4 - 0, and appear to be 
on their way to another champicaship. 


Player Spotlight 


Offensive end Gregg Sipek received an injury to his spine in 
the Platteville game and was taken to a St. Paul hospital. He is 
now released but will wear a neck brace for some time. The injury 
is a tough break for this ‘never say die’ athlete. 

Chris Charnish has to be the. best passer in the league. He has 
so much poise and his passes are deadly accurate. Though he only 
threw 22 times, he accumulated 292 yards through the air, and was 
mainly responsible for all 44 points. He’s a cinch for all-conference 
quarterback again this season. 

A bright spot in the Stout forces was the running of ftemsunan 
Ron Berg, who averaged 4 yards per carry. Steve Fedie, another 
freshman showed promise at quarterback in relief. Donn Reich 
continues to be the most impressive ball carrier: He averaged al- 
most 5 yards per carry for 57 yards.

Final Enrollment Figures 


Reach All-Time Recor

Stout State University enroll- 
ment has reached a record 4910 
students, Undergraduates number 
4683 with 227 graduate students, 
according to a report released 
by Dr. Richard Anderson, regis- 
trar. 

The class division is 1825 
freshmen including 600 continu- 
ing students, 1086 sophomores, 
902 juniors, 870 seniors and 227 
graduate students, This repre- 
sents a 13.3 per cent increase in 
enroliment over last year. 

New students total 1804 includ- 
ing 1225 freshmen, 485 transfers 
and 94 graduate students. Another 
86 students are re-entering Stout. 

There are 3587 undergraduate 
residents and 1096 non-residents 
including 40 international stu- 


dents. This is a 17.6 per cent 
increase in resident students and 
a 1.5 per cent increase in non- 
resident students, 

The total number of male stu- 
dents is 2810 with 429 married, 
while females total 2100, 200 of 
whom are married, 

The report also shows that the 
4910 students carry 73,498 credits 
for an average of 15,69 per stu 
dent. This is the highest average 
in the state university system, 

There are 1913 undergraduate 
students enrolled in the Applied 
Science and Technology major 
and another 1845 in the Home 
Economics.

‘Temporary’ Units House 
Couples at Fair Oaks 


There are approximately 500 married students attend- 
ing Stout State University. Te house them, the university 
generously offers the 62 ‘‘cardboard” units at Fair Oaks. 

Fair Oaks was built 22 years ago and was su edly 
temporary. Today, however, it is still there and is still 
‘the only university-owned housing for married students. 
The rent is only $350 a month, but if you don’t have a 
refrigerator you can rent one for $2.50 a month, and if 
you want heat you pay anywhere from $25 to $40 a month 
during the winter. 

One couple living at Fair Oaks spent a week scraping 
the walls before they could paint. The university supplies 
the paint, but it’s the watery type, and if you use a roller 
it bubbles, and if you use a brush you still have to put on 
3 to 4 coats. 

One student living at Fair Oaks said, “It’s unbelievable 
what you walk into, and what you walk away from is up 
to you.” There is little incentive to repaint and make 
improvements on a place when you only plan to live there 
for a year. 

The university did make an attempt this year to supply 
additional married-student housing. The apartment-type 
housing would have been located south of the fieldhouse 
and was to be the first of its kind in the State University 
system. The Wisconsin State Building Commission denied 
the request and with just cause. Why build apartments for 
marnied students that would cost from $90 to $120 a month 
to rent? Married students often have children, and mar- 
ried students seldom have a great deal of money. 

The university has other future plans for married- 
student housing, but will they be adequate? Will they be 
‘comfortable and inexpensive? If you’re a married student 
and feel that your housing needs are not being met, attend 


the meeting scheduled for November 10. Additional infor- 


mation will be sent to you. 


The number of married students is increasing, and 
Fair Oaks will never last another 22 years. 


Floods Devastate Tunisia; 
Appeal Out to Students | 


Three days of heavy rain at 
the end of September caused ser- 
ious floods in Central and Eastern 
Tunisia, Other rainstorms on 
Oct. 5 and 7 brought additional 
flooding problems, 


The continuing rains have 
worsened the situation, turning 
ten out of the thirteen provinces 
of Tunisia into disaster areas, 

People were stranded in trees 
and on roof tops requiring res- 
cue; public building and mosques 
are being used for shelter. Last 
regurts indicated 425 deaths, 
100,000 people homeless, and 
37,000 houses destroyed. 

The :,.12ad of destruction is so 
extensive that Tunisian resources 
to meet the demands are ex- 
hausted. Comimunications are cut 
and contact with many areas hi" 
disappeared, 

Preliminir estimates are: 125 
miles of roads destroyed, 25 high- 
way bridges washed away, 20 


railway bridges destroyed-loss 
of railroad lines led to the shut 
down of the mining industry (phos- 
phates and iron-ore) and caused 
“work-stoppage for almost 20,000 
workers, 

There has been severe damage 
to the telegraph and telephone 
systems. 


Moreover, water supplies in 
several cities and towns are 
threatened. This catastrophe may 
take years to remedy; the Tu- 
nisian government is making an 
urgent appeal to the’international 
community for immediate assis- 
tance, 

Following this appeal, many 
friendly countries and inter- 
national organizations responded 
by sending useful contributions, 
but more help is still needed.

Fditorial ... 


We live in a Democracy. We want to go on living in a 
Democracy; so we fight Communism. 

We like our way of life and because we like it, we want 

others to share it. But, a Democracy will not work in 
evi country. - 
“The United States has remained successful and afflu- 
ent for several reasons. Our forefathers found a treasure. 
chest of natural resources with which to feed, clothe, and 
shelter themselves. 

We have always stressed the importance of education. 
We built schools, required attendance, and literally made 
cripples of the illiterate. 

We are capitalistic. We uphold man’s right to compete, 
to improve his economic status, to keep what he earns. 
For these and other reasons, Democracy has survived in 
the United States, and for these reasons it may not sur- 
vive in other countries. 

Let’s look at Vietnam. We entered the war because 
we didn’t want Vietnam to live under Communism. We 
want them to maintain a reasonably comfortable way of 
life under a governmerit built and controlled by their 
own manpower. If we want these things for them, the 
United States had better prepare to spend several years 
in Vietnam. 

The Vietnamese are illiterate. They live in a. barren 
country. They are fighting for simple survival, and yet, 
we want to withdraw and let them handle their own 
problems. 

Monday, President Nixon said, “We have a 
sae ich we have worked out in ration with the 

uth Vietnamese for the complete wi wal of all U. S. 
ground combat forces and their replacement by South 
Vietnamese forces on an orderly scheduled timetable.” 
He didn’t give details as to the “timetable,” and this is 
understandable. If we withdraw slowly, the surge of 
American unrest will surely grow. If the withdrawal is 
speedy, we will be leaving Vietnam just as we found it, 
and our reasons for being there in the first place will not 
be justifiable.

Nominations are submitted an- 
nually after selection by campus 
nominating committees, The 
committees areusually composed 
of representatives of the admin- 
istration, faculty and student 
body. 

An objective point-scale sys- 
tem is most often used to insure 
fairness in selection. The cam- 
puses are instructed to consider 
students whose academic stand-= 
ing, service to the community,

Entertainment Referendum 
Set For Monday, Tuesday

Stout student Scott Cheffer pro- 
posed to the Student Senate (SSA) 
Tuesday night that academic 
credit be received for the per- 
sonal learning experienced during 
Students’ Week. The credit would 
appear on the students’ tran= 
script but would not be figured 
in the grade point and would not 
take the place of any required 
class credit. 

Evaluations of the learning ex- 
perience would be done com-= 
pletely by the student. If after 
student week, the individual felt 
he had indeed increased his learn- 
ing and deserved the academic 
credit, he would obtain a form 
from the SWEET office. 

The evaluation would be in the 
form of several essay questions 
summarizing his experiences. 
The senate voted to table the 


motion until next week so that 
they could get the opinions of 
their interest groups. 

In other Senate business Coach 
Dwain Mintz proposed a plan 
for reserved seats at basket- 
ball games-to more efficiently 
utilize seating space. Presently 
about 13 people are sitting in a 
row that should hold 17, The 
new proposal would solve the 
problem by sectioning off the rows 
into 17 reserved seats. 

Students would have to pick up 
a dollar reserved seat ticket 
some time before each game, 

Mintz also suggested that re- 
served tickets for the season be 
sold to Menomonie residents and 
he asked for a recommendation 
as to how many tickets should 
be made available.

Most Peace Corps volunteers 
today are liberal arts graduates, 
often without specific technical 
skills. The new Peace Corps 
director would like to get away 
from these ‘‘B.A. generalists’’ 
and encourage people with specif- 
ic skills to join, such as students 
from a technical college or uni- 
versity as Stout. 

Peace Corps programs vary in 
each country, depending on what 
jobs will most effectively help 
the host country achieve its goals,

After spending two years over 
seas in the Peace Corps, 94 per 
cent of the volunteers said they 
would do it again. 

An official application must be 
submitted. The Peace Corps stu- 
dies the appraisal and checks with 
the listed references to determine 
the candidate’ s skills, personality 
and character. His chances of 
succeeding inva Peace Corp job 
overseas are then evaluated, ff 
the decision is favorable, the 
applicant is given an assignment 
that matches his skills with the 
needs of a particular country.

7,000 WSU 


Students 


Have Part-time Jobs 


Over 7,000 students at the nine 
Wisconsin State Universities are 
working at part-time jobs to help 
pay the bills while they earn their 
degrees, according to the WSU 
system office in Madison. 

Students are helping with proj- 
ects of many kinds on the cam- 
puses and in the university com- 
munities, usually in some field 
connected with their educational 
programs, 

Uncounted additional thousands 
are working for private firms 
and businesses, such as stores, 
filling stations, manufacturing 
plants, restaurants and offices. 

Of the 7,000 on the university 
payrolls, about 3,000 are paid 
entirely from state funds. The 
remaining 4,000 are students 
from lower income families who 
qualify for ‘‘work—study’? jobs, 
supported 80 per cent by federal 
funds and 20 per cent by the

university or other employing 
agency. 

Students employed by the uni- 
versities often work as tutors 
or counselors of culturally dif- 
ferent students and others having 
difficulties adjusting to univer- 
sity programs. Some ‘‘work— 
study’’ students are hired by city, 
county and other state agencies. 
Normally they work a maximum 
of 15 hours a week and earn 
$1.30 to $2 an hour.

A wide range of courses in 


the faculties of arts, sciences, 
social sciences and education is 
offered by the universities, Each 
student selected for the program 
will be enrolled at WSU—Oshkosh 
and will receive a full year of 
credit for the courses com- 
pleted abroad, 


Students will live in residence 
halls similar to those in the 
United States. Travel during va- 
cations will be possible at no 
extra expense for transportation, 


Since tuition and living costs 
are lower at the African univer= 
sities than in the United States, 
the total cost.for the year ine 
cluding round trip transporta- 
tion is not excessive. In the 
past the average student expend= 
iture has been $2,000.

It’s all over now, 
and once again, a time to reflect on the team’s pe, ahr games, 
on key players, on tough opponents, and on the highlights of Stout’s 
year on the ron, 

The i ear, Pak A over River Falls saved our year from 
despair. The Devils ended with a 3-5 record, good for sixth place 
in the Wisconsin State University Conference. : 

Against the Falcons, it was again a proud Stout defense making 
the difference. Senior linebacker Roger Zell, playing his last game 
along with ten other team mates, led the way with four inte: 
tions, nine tackles, and ei; assists. The veteran defense held 
highly touted quarterback Jerry Trooien to 95 yards passing. 

Arlen Dombrock, another senior, picked off a fifth Trooien pass, 
and senior tackle Jerry Herman forced the Falcon quarterback into 
another miscue—Trooien stepped out of his own end zone for a 
safety. All in all, it was a bad day for the Falls signal caller. A 
first quarter passing spree saved them from a shut out. 

On offense, Nick Misch was a standout. He rushed for 141 
yards in 19 carries, a 7.4 yard average. Stout collected 230 yards 
on the ground, but only 15 through the air. 


League Champs 


The league leader for the entire year, the NAIA’s number eight 
team, Whitewater, was all but blown off their field Saturday, 
against Oshkosh, 48-13, That loss combined with Platteville’s 56-14 
romp over phe Point, resulted in a tie for the loop crown, each 
team with 7-1 ; 


The Pioneers and Warhawks are both formidable teams de- 
serving of the title. Platteville’s Chris Charnish continues to lead 
the small colleges nationally in total offense. 


Stout was soundly beaten by both champs but the Devils did 
shutout Oshkosh. We were not far from being a contender. Losses 
to Point, La Crosse and Eau Claire were close matches, dropped 
mainly because of Stout’s inability to score in the clutch. 


Tough Defense 


Stout's! defense ranked with the contenders in all departments.

Of the total attendance for the 
first semester, 65,257 students 
are enrolled in the University 
of Wisconsin system, 61,890 are 
at Wisconsin State Universities 
and 32,385 are attending private 
colleges in the state. 

Browne said the CCHE study 
shows a slowing down during the 
last two years in the dramatic 
rate of enrollment growth in Wis- 
consin. While graduate enroll- 
ments have doubled since 1963, 
they have increased only 7.5 per 
cent since 1967 as compared 
with an increase of 11.5 per cent 
among undergraduate’ students.

President Nixon’ s Vietnam pol- 
icy as stated in his national speech 
is to withdraw as rapidly as 
possible, Micheels commented on 
this by asking, “Will the com- 
munists heed the President’s 
warning and hold down violence 
until our troops depart? Will the 
country then fall to the commun- 
ists after all?’ 

Micheels’ closing remark was 
a quote he had come across from 
his reading. ‘If the Communists 
win in South Vietnam the United 
States fears that this form of 
welfare will flare again and again 
in other under-developed coun- 
tries in Southeast Asia, Africa, 
and Latin America. To date, the 
United States has not demonstra- 
ted that it can win such a war, 
Nor has the enemy.’’ 

Following his talk a question 
period was open to all students 
and faculty interested in posing 
questions to Micheels, The four 
other panelists then presented 
their views with discussion fol- 
lowing. 

Friday night was marked witha 
silent, candle-lighted procession 
down the length of the main street 
business district.

Administrators Review Majors 
In Mission Statement Study 


Stout administrators met with 
representatives of the Board of 
Regents, Kenneth E, Lindner, Dr. 
Robert R. Polk, and Dr. Allan 
T. Stagle last week for the annual 
review of Stout’s Mission State- 
ment. 

Proposed new majors were re- 
viewed, The coordinating Council 
on Higher Education (CCH), the 
regulator of all higher education 
curriculum activities in Wiscon- 
sin, has approved the following 
Bachelor of Science (BS) pro- 
grams for Stout: Vocational Re- 
habilitation, which has already 
been initiated; Human Develop- 
ment-Family Life; and Foods and 
Nutrition for 1970-1973. Projected 
1974-1980 majors include Safety 
Education, Industrial Communi- 
cations and Radio and TV Produc- 
tion. 

Graduate programs discussed 
include: An education specialist 
degree (ED. S) in Industrial Ed- 
ucation, which we recently ob= 
tained, a master program (M.S,) 
in Industrial Technology for 1969 
and an ED.S in Guidance and 
Counseling for 1970. 

Twelve additional graduate 
programs have been Suggested 
for the 1971-1980 expansion. These 
include: Industrial Education ED, 
D., Educational Media ED.S,, Art 
M.A., Human Development—Fam- 
ily Life M.S., Home Economics 
Education ED.S., Vocational Edu- 
cation—Guidance ED.D., Student 
Personnel Services Vocational 
Technical M.S., Vocational Re- 
habilitation ED.S,, Educational 
Media ED.D., Art M.F.A., Dis- 
tributive Education M.S., Indus- 


trial Safety M.S, 

Stout?s Mission Statement is 
reviewed every fall. New pro- 
grams are added and priority on 
previously suggested programs 
rearranged. It is then reviewed 
by the Board of Regents and the 
CCHE gives the final verdict as 
to whether the proposed pro- 
grams are in keeping with Stout’s

states ‘‘4.b. For no-cut absences 
covered in section 5 

c, For unusual absences stu- 
dents may seek because of lengthy 
illness or family situation. 

5, Starting with the first 
hour of the day of dismissal, 
and ending with the close of 
classes on the first day of the 
classes immediately following 
a vacation period, is a span of 
time classified as ‘no-cut’ 
days. One negative grade point 
per class missed will be re- 
corded on the students’ total 
grade points on the permanent 
record for each reported ab= 
sence on a ‘no-cut’ day. If the 
absence is to be excused, the 
respective Dean will issue the 
excuse.”’ 

Two modifications of the policy 
are proposed: 

Item 5, referring to absences 
on ‘‘no=-cut,’’ days is to be elime 
inated. This would eliminate 4—b, 

Ttem 4-c¢ should be amended to 
read: “For absences due to 
lengthy illness, family emergen- 
cies, or other circumstances be= 
yond the student’s control.’° 

The motion was brought before 
the Student Services Committee 
because of observations that dif- 
ferent teachers provide different 
procedures for ‘no-cuts’ thus 
placing the students at a disad- 
vantage, 

The attention of faculty mem- 
bers is called to Item 2: ‘...The 
instructor is urged not to use 
attendance as a major or fixed 
factor in the calculation of the 
students’ grade.’ 

If this policy was followed dif- 
ferences in procedure would be 
abolished and students would be 
graded on what they learn, not 
how often they attend. 

The senate also respectfully 
moved to have each teacher sube 
mit the attendance policy for his 
classes to his students, 

Ed Kowieski, vice president of 
SSA, resigned his office at the 
Tuesday meeting. The resignation 
was prompted by personal health 
reasons, 

He was unanimously commend- 
ed for a job well done in his SSA 
work. A successor will be ap-= 
pointed by the senate to fulfill

Editorial... 


A college student is looked upon as an adult. He is 
expected to make mature decisions regarding his physical 
and emotional well-being, set academic goals and achieve 
them, and face life and people with a professional attitude. 
Yet, there are teachers who herd students into assigned 
stalls every class period and demand verbal proof of their 
presence. 

Stout has a laissez-faire policy concerning class attend- 
ance. Instructors are asked to form their own policy and 
announce this policy to their classes at the beginning of 
the semester. Ihe question is, why should teachers of 
college students be concerned with attendance? 

If a teacher finds it necessary to form a policy requir- 
ing attendance, he should take a close look at his teaching 
ability. Most students will attend classes if the teacher is 
knowledgeable and stimulating, if the information is rele- 
vant and intellectually appealing, and if the teacher’s atti- 
tude toward students is one of respect and equality.

Sales Tax Levied 
On Campus Dwellers 


Stout students will shortly have 
another financial burden placed 

them, 

According to James Thompson, 
accountant in the university busi- 
ness office, a sales tax of $9 for 
meals served in The Commons 
and Tainter Food Service since 
September will be imposed, 

The action is based on a ruling 
by James R, Morgan, state sec- 
retary of revenue, which states 
that all meals consumed by stu- 
dents after Sept. 1, 1969 are sub- 
ject to the sales tax. The $9 is 
based on four per cent tax on the 
base food charge. 

The billing concerns those stu- 
dents who purchased a meal con- 
tract on the semester basis in 
September. 

Thompson said students will be 
billed in the next couple of weeks 
as second semester fees will he 
collected soon after Christmas 
vacation and first semester ac- 
counts should be cleared before 
then, Second semester the tax will 
be included in room and board

Yet, his deeply involved decision is a most understandable one.

Max Sparger, Stout State Uni- 
versity athletic director, has re- 
signed as head foothall coach and 
Sten Pierce, defensive coach, has 
been named to replace him. The 
announcement was made Wednes- 
day, by Dr. William J. Micheels, 
university president, 

In a letter to Dr. Micheels, 
Sparger said, “I believe that in 
the best interests of the total 
athletic program, it is important 
that I have more time to spend in 
carrying out the duties of direc- 
tor of athletics.’’ 

Sparger was named athletic 
director in May. The heavy re- 
sponsibilities of both assign= 
ments was the major factor in 
his decision, 

Sparger said that his family 
also favored his action, ‘“‘They 
have been mostpatient and under- 
standing during my tenure as 
head football coach, but I feel it 
is time they have a father who 
is a little more human during 
the fall of the year,’’ Sparger 
said.

Visual and Home Economics 
masters. Stout then had three 
years to improve these three 
programs so they would be fully 
accredited. - 

The 1965 accrediting team felt 
there were eight areas that needed 
improvement before full accred- 
itation would be given. 

The first one was the inade- 
quate information of the students 
in the program. Since then several 
studies have been made and com- 

. piled. It was not clear in1965 how 
graduate faculty were selected. 
Now certain criteria have been set 
down, 

The accreditors felt the library 
was more specialized than it 
should have been. To remedy this, 
many books in the educational 
holdings were ordered. This 
greatly improved the professional 
educational area that wasn’t as 
complete as it might have been. 

All three programs with the 
provisional accreditation in 1965 
were weak in the cognitive areas 
of sociology and child develop- 
ment, Professors with this back- 
ground were also needed. 

- The general educationprogram 
was not as strong asit might have 
been. During the past three years 
this has improved. During this 


the accreditors questioned. 

It is not unusual for univer- 
sities to receive provisional ac- 
creditation for their educational 
programs. Full accreditation is 
given when the programs accom- 


permit qualified students to con- 
time their education at the grad- 
uate level, 

It is also possible to enroll as 
an art minor, The 22-credit minor 
program includes courses in 
basic design, art history, and 
various studio electives. The aim 
of this program is to develop in 
the student an understanding and 
appreciation of the visual arts.

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Arndorfer Urges Senate 


To Back United Counc

individuals in order to bring about 
their vocational adjustment, said 
Brolin, In the United States today 
an estimated 3,500,000 persons 
need these services to enable 
them to work in the competitive 
labor market, in sheltered em- 
ployment, or in their own homes. 

Each year about 450,000 dis- 
abled persons enter the group who 
need vocational rehabilitation. 
Some of these disabilities are: 
cardiac defects, physical handi- 
caps, mental illness, mental re- 
tardation, epilepsy, cancer, vis- 
ual impairments, and speech and 
hearing defects, The public of- 
fender, alcoholic, and culturally 
deprived have also received re- 
cent attention by rehabilitation 
personnel. 

Brolin said he hopes that Stout’ s 
vocational rehabilitation major 
will supply the field with weli- 
trained and qualified personnel 
who will be able to assume re- 
sponsible and challenging posi- 
tions in this rapidly expanding 
field, The program hopes to at- 
tract students desiring to work 
in the helping professions and use 
their special aptitudes and skills 
in evaluating, training, and/or 
placing the handicapped and dis- 
advantaged who need vocational 
rehabilitation services. 

The curriculum is currently 
being developed with the assis-~ 
tance of many Stout departments. 
Coursework is being designed in

three general areas: liberal stu- 
dies, vocational rehabilitation, 
and technical education (indus- 
trial arts-technology, business 
administration, or home econ= 
omics), It is hoped the degree 
will eventually include teacher 
certification for those desiring it, 

With a bachelor’s degree in 
vocational rehabilitation, the stu- 
dent will find employment oppor- 
tunities available in many public 
and private organizations dealing 
with the handicapped, i.e., rehab= 
ilitation agencies, sheltered 
workshops, welfare agencies, 
health organizations, institutions, 
industry, schools, and voluntary 
organizations such as Easter 
Seals or United Cerebral Palsy. 

A vocational rehabilitation de- 
gree will also give the qualified 
student the background to enter 
graduate school in such areasas: 
Rehabilitation Counseling, Re- 
habilitation Administration, So- 
cial Work, and Psychology. Over 
80 colleges and universities offer 
graduate training in rehabilita- 
tion, ; 

Staff and students from the in- 
stitute for vocational rehabilita= 
tion will be available to discuss 
the undergraduate program Mon- 
day and Tuesday at two campus 
areas: Tainter Hail from 4:30 to 
6:30 p.m., Monday, and The Com- 
mons from 4:30 to 6:30 p.m., 
Tuesday. Persons interested in 
finding out more about this pro- 
gram are invited to stop and talk 
with the staff and students at 
those times. 


Pre-Registration Set Monday 


Students will register for sec- 
ond semester according to credits 
completed as of Sept. 1, 1969. 
Those students with 44 credits or 
more which makes them second 
semester sophomores and above 
will be preregistering on Monday 
and Wednesday, according to Dr. 
Richard Anderson, Registrar. 


Anyone with less than 44 credits 
is scheduled to register on Jan. 19 
and 20 based on small groupings 
by eredits completed. These 
small groupings are mixed and 
randomly selected at registration 
time. 

Preregistration is limited to 
second semester sophomores and 
above because of the great mobil- 
ity of the freshmen and first 
semester sophomore students. 


Students during the first year 
and a half of their college educa=- 
tion change majors, transfer 
more often and have more fail- 
ures, For example: After pre- 


registering a student fails a 
course he is presently taking 
and must repeat it, He must drop 
a course he preregistered for to 
make room for the repeat but he 
does not lose the position re- 
served for him. Therefore the 
position in the course preregis- 
tered for cannot be filled by an- 
other student until the course has 
been officially dropped. This 
would held up other students de- 
Siring that course. 

The number involved in pre= 
registration is approximately 
2000. Preregistration will begin 
at 6 p.m. and end at 10 p.m. on 
both Monday and Wednesday. 
These students will not have to 
return from semester break until 
Jan, 20, 

Registration for first semester 
sophomores, freshmen and new 
students will begin at 8 a.m. on 
the 19th and end at 5 p.m. Tues- 
day it will again begin at 8 a.m. 
but will end at 1:30 p.m. 


in upholding the present UC cone 
stitution. ‘lam greatly concerned 
because we are operating under 
a constitution that I feel is being 
undermined, and I do not wishfor 
that constitution to be undermined 
unless it is done in a very re= 
sponsible manner and by the ma- 
jority of the voting delegates and 
member universities of United 
Council,’’ said Arndorfer. 

At the last UC meeting the 
General Assembly voted to estab- 
lish a commission to explore 
UC as an organization; its past, 
present, and future problems. 
Each member school was to ap= 
point one unbiased representa- 
tive-to serve on the committee 
from the position of an outsider 
looking in at UC. The committee 
is to report to the Jan. 30 general 
assembly. 

SSA president Bob McCord ap- 
pointed himself as Stout’s dele- 
gate to the commission. Arndor- 
fer refused to accept appointment, 
Stating ‘‘I have rejected this ap- 
pointment and will continue to 


‘reject it until this body (SSA) has 


had the opportunity to voice its 
opinion on that member.’’ 

The senate later voted to ap- 
point Dave Bruss to represent 
SSU on the commission. 

From the standpoint of a con- 
cerned student at Stout, Arndor- 
fer expressed his concern that, 
“student government is a very 
good thing. But when it involves 
decisions by a few it is not good. 
Granted there are times when 
decisions must be made, but these 
at least should be shared with you, 
the student senate.’’ 

Arndorfer also requested per- 
mission to move his headquarters 
from SSA office into the SWEET 
office. ‘‘I can no longer work in 
the present SSA office,’? he said. 


It was pointed out that a report 
of the Nov. 7-8 United Council 
General Assembly had never been 
made to the senate. Inthe absence 
of UC director Mike Thorou, Bob 
McCord made the report. 

The senate then passed several 
motions concerning UC. In the 


future the UC director willbe re- 


quired to submit a reportinwrit- 
ing and verbally to the senate 
within one week of the General 
Assembly. Appointment of all 
delegates to the general assembly 
must be approved by the senate. 

Following adjournment McCord 
initiated a new practice adopted 
from the Stevens Point senate. He 
passed the gavel around the room, 
giving each senator and person 
in the gallery the opportunity to 
comment, discuss or complain 
about any topic pertinent to the 
senate. Students could also leave 
if they had no complaint. 

After the gavel had been passed, 
McCord had a few comments of 
his own. 

._ McCord said he felt the senate 
members had recently shown that 
they did not trust his leadership, 
He said, ‘‘You have acted on 
things that you do not have know 
ledge and should gain knowledge 
on. Knowledge is needed before 


“you can make the decision, There 


is no such thing as student power, 
There is only student responsi- 
bility.’”’ 

McCord states that he is back- 
ing the reorganization of UC be= 
cause after three years of work 
in that organization he realized 
the inequities in it. He feels 
that UC’s first objective is on 


‘the state level, 


Says McCord, “I have setdown 
my goals and mode of operation, 
If you don’t like it, it?s easy todo 
something about it, and that isn’t 
a challenge. I’m looking for the 
betterment of this organizationor 
I wouldn’t have run for pres~ 
ident.”’ 

Miss Freda Wright, dean of 
Student Activities, spoke to the 
group concerning the sales taxon 
food served in SSU cafeterias at 
the Dec. 2 SSA meeting. She 
stressed the point that students 


‘understand that the tax is being 


initiated by the state legislature 
and not the university. 

A report was made on the Kele 
lett Commission by representa- 
tive Scott Cheffer.

The 1969 Wisconsin State University Conference basketball 
season is upon us. Stout opens here tonight against Oshkosh and 
hosts La Crosse Saturday. 


The Devils opened their league schedule with two impressive 
non-conference victories under their belts. They outplayed Sioux 
Falls, S. D. 115 to 92, and then beat Lea College (Minn.) 84-71, 
coming from a five point second half deficit to pull that one out. 


Stout’s rebuilt team which has senior Greg Ebsen and junior 
Cal Glover returning from last year’s district championship squad, 
shows a lot of potential. But the WSUC is exceptionally strong this 
year, and it will take some superb ball playing to be in contention 
again. 


Lack of height is a serious problem facing Coach Dwain Mintz. 
Freshman center Dale Magadanz, who is 6'8’’, is inexperienced 
but has some fine potential. Other likely starters will be forwards 
Glover, and Terry Alexa, and guards Greg Ebsen and Bob Dickin- 
son. 


Alexa, at 6'2’’, was a strong reserve last season, and is a cap- 
able shot and team player. Dickinson, a 5'10’’ junior, has looked 
good so far, and Coach Mintz feels he can be of great help to the 
team. He pumped in 22 points at Albert Lea. 


The Devils strong points are fast breaking ability and team- 
work. They work hard on team defense and play a tough overall 
game. 


Scoring may be another weakness. The loss of Mel Coleman 
and Bill Heidemann leaves a big gap in the scoring punch, Mintz 
feels that Ebsen, who averaged ten per game last vear, will greatly 
improve on that mark. Ebsen will be the leader. ‘‘He knows as 
much as anyone on the team about the fast break,’’ Mintz noted. 


The pressure will be on the newcomers, the incoming big men 

to score, rebound and defend against the best in the loop. Glover 

will again be the workhorse. ‘'He is not a showman, but where the 

action is, Cal is, as most of the time he is the one creating the 
action,’’ Mintz added.

The junior forward is averag- 
ing 22.7 points per game, including 29 against LaCrosse. He has 
picked off 19 rebounds per contest. 

Guards Bob Dickinson and Greg Ebsen are displaying consistent 
shooting and team leadership ability. They are an outstanding 
of backcourt ballplayers. Ebsen again paces the squad in assists. 
Both have come on strong in their shooting games, each averaging 
about 16 points per game. Both are connecting on almost 70 per- 
cent of their shots, 

The Devils’ front line, although not exceptionally tall, moves 
well. Inexperience underneath the board and on inside defense may 
be a problem confronting the Stout squad, but as more experience 
is gained each game the new players should adapt themselves to 
their positions. The team already looks surprisingly effective on 
the fast break, with some fine passing from Ebsen and Dickinson.

Food, Health Conference 
Taxes Individual Concern 


Speak so I can hear you, 
But don’t say a word. 

Touch my fingers, 

But don’t move my hand. 
Walk beside me, 

But please don’t move ... 

Dr. J. Anthony Samenfink, dean 
of the School of Home Economics, 
used the words of Sharon Hoage 
to express his views concerning 
the White House Conference on 
Food, Nutrition and Health held 
in Washington, D.C., Dec. 3-5. 

It was through the help of 
Alvin E, O’Konski, congressman, 
that Samenfink received the in- 
vitation to the conference on 
poverty. Concerning the confer- 
ence he raised such questionsas: 
‘*How concerned are we? Do we 
really care about the 26 million 
families on poverty? Did the con- 
ference really try to come up 
with the best solution to the 
problem — were we the best ones 
to make a decision?’’ 

Samenfink felt the conference 
was a success as exhibited by 
the recent action of President 
Nixon calling for more support 
of the Food Stamp Program. An 
overall feeling of the conference 
was that there is a major need 
for the gradual maintenance of 
poverty-stricken families income 
at $5,500 a year. 

The conference was broken into 
six major panels, each of which 
submitted a list of recommenda- 
tions for their area of concern, 
Samenfink participated on the 


panel entitled, ‘‘The Family as 
a Food Delivery and Distributive 
System.’’ 

The group felt the family is 
encumbered by too many ‘“‘aid’’ 
departments. The solution, they 
decided, might be to incorporate 
all the departments into one 
federal agency. 

Samenfink stated that he was 
impressed with the variety of 
people attending the conference, 
They came from many states, 
levels of society and age groups. 

There was no display of a 
generation gap but rather a value 
gap. Said Samenfink, ‘‘The young 
people today are more concerned 
because of the different environ- 
ments they were raised in.’

and M, 

The accuracy jump is judged 
on how close the diver comes to 
hitting a disc, 10 centimeters or 
about four inches in diameter. 
The disc is placed in the middle 
of a one foot deep pea gravel pit 
several yards wide. 

The judges that were used to 
score the event were the same 
people who judge and pick the 
divers for the United States Olym- 
pic Skydiving Squad who compete 
in world competition.

WSU Growth Rapid in Past Decade 


The last year of the “soaring 
sixties’? saw a shifting "ous the 
growth of the nine Wisconsin 
state universities (WSU) from 
student numbers to academic pro- 
grams, 

“We are completing.a decade 
in which the state universities 


rupled in. enrollment — from ~ 


quad: 

15,600 in 1960 to nearly 62,000 
this year,’’ said Engene R, 
McPhee, Madison, WSU system 
executive director. ‘‘Now a slow- 
down inthe growth rate is enabling 
the universities to devote more 
time to planning and development 
of academic programs and ser- 
vices to the students.’ 


In 1960, only one of the univer- 
sities had more than 2,000 stu- 
dents. Enrollments ranged from 
1,300 at Superior to 2,250 at Osh- 
kosh, This fall the student popula- 
tions range from 3,100 at Super- 
lor to 11,000 at Oshkosh. 


The WSU system this fall re- 
mained fifth in the nation in full- 
time enrollment, even though the 
increase of 3,600 students was 
Only about half the increase ex- 
perienced in each of the previous 
two years, The gain was the 
smallest since 1962, WSU-Su- 
perior registered 175 fewer stu- 
dents than in 1968, the first 
enrollment drop in the system

After sinking a few thousand dollars Ses your educa- 
tion, this “honor” only costs you an additional $7.50 for 
commencement fee (this includes your diploma) and $6 

. for robe rental ($11 if you’re a graduate student). 

Your parents, of course, are expected to attend. They 
miss a few days of work, pay travel expenses, and usually 
must pay food and lodging or at least one night. 

Graduation from college is really a wonderful time in 
your life, but is a graduation ceremony really necessary? 
The faculty would just as soon skip it, the university 
spends valuable time and money planning it, and you and 
your parents spend unnecessary time and money attend- 
ing it. 

Yes, it’s traditional to strut triumphantly across the 
boards to receive your diploma, but it has become an ex- 
pensive, senseless racket. People are making money from 
graduation ceremonies. These people have in no way 
contributed to your education, nor will the ceremony in 
itself make you a better credit to your profession or your 
alma mater. 

A few universities have eliminated graduation cere- 
monies—graduates pick up their diplomas in an office 
and leave. They can then celebrate their graduation at 
home with family and friends. The University of Wisconsin 
at Madison has taken one step in the right direction by not 
wearing caps and gowns at their ceremony. 

Stout claims to be a progressive institution, and one 
of their forward strides should include the elimination of 
graduation ceremonies. The graduates are the ones to com- 
plain when it is their turn to pay and participate, but why 
complain to each other? seis oil to those who can change 
it.

It WAS A Student Paper 


“The Racquet,” WSU-LaCrosse 
has called for an unbiased in- 
vestigation of circumstances 
leading to the placement of the 
once independent student news- 
paper ufder the control of the 
Mass Communications Depart- 
ment, 

In a telegram to the United 
States Student Press Association 
the staff of ‘‘The Racquet’’ said 
that the actions of the admin- 
istration were ‘‘contrary to all 
ethics of professional journal- 
ism’’ and in direct conflict with 
the principles outlined in the 
AAUP-NGA joint statement on 
Student Rights and Freedom. A 
copy of the telegram was also 
sent to WSU-LaCrosse pregident 
Sam Gates. 

The student newspaper at La~ 
Crosse had been published in- 
dependently by students with con- 
sultation available from a faculty 
advisor. However, Gates became 
offended by the use of so-called 
four letter words in the paper 
this past semester, The matter 
came to a head with the Dec, 12 
issue of the paper when “The 
Racquet’’ reprinted an article by 
Gerald Farver entitled, ‘‘The 
Student as Nigger.’’ 

President Gates reportedly 
threatened to suspend ‘‘The Rac- 
quet’s’’ editor, Janel Bladow, 
during an administrative meet- 
ing.

Ebsen’s Innovation 


The flare and dazzle of a perfect fast break attack has become, 
in the last three years, a Stout trademark. Those of us who re- 
member the Bluedevil game before this innovation can most readily 
appreciate its potential. The Stout fast break makes heroes of 


our hustling basketball players, and humbles opponents who fail 
to cepe with its game breaking prowess. It has become the key to 
success, the difference between a narrow win and a big defeat. 


What makes the Bluedevil break click? It came to Stout in the 
- person of Greg Ebsen. The 5’ 9’’ senior guard is in his coaches 
words, “‘the complete fast breaker.” 

Four years ago Ebsen led his Wisconsin Rapids Indians to the 
finals of the Wisconsin prep playoffs. His tiny team lost the cham- 
pionship, but two Stout coaches couldn’t help but notice the play- 
making leadership ability, the team leadership that was Ebsen’s. 


“We worked on him . . . if we could get this Ebsen we could 


run.’”’ The words of Joe Jax, then assistant coach, only begin to 


reflect on his future contributions at Stout. 


Ebsen never played for a losing team. He is a winner, 100 per 
cent effort, all the time. Playing under the shadows of Mel Cole- 
man, Bill Heideman, and Cal Glover, the little playmaker failed 
to gain loop honors last year. He led the league and set a new 
Stout record in assists. He was a top conference free throw shooter, 
sinking over 90 per cent of his attempts. But, more important, 
he made the fast break which turned Kansas City dreams into 


reality. 
Building Laurels 


And he’s never let up this year. Saturday he broke another 
Stout record with 12 assists. His 19 points, game high, went quite 
unnoticed next to his uncanny passing and deft ball handling. 
Ebsen was named Stout’s Player of the Week. 


Ebby has averaged over 17 points per game in seven outings 
hitting over 50 per cent of his shots, and ranking in the top four 
scoring guards in the league. 


His laurels have not yet reached his contributions to the team. 
He was voted the Best Hustler Award a year ago, and seems a 
cinch to repeat. All-conferencg is not beyond his reach. Yet for 
Stout’s only senior ballplayer, winning comes first. He ‘‘gets up” 
for ballgames, and his fire is catchy. His dedication and winning 
desire are evident in this year’s club’s performance. ‘‘With the 
loss of Coleman and Heidemann we must get a little higher each 
game,’’ Ebsen noted. 


The race for the crown is at a peak, and for Stout, Ebsen will 
be a giant plus. His consistency in game after game is rarely 
equalled. 

Yet, win or lose, Greg Ebsen will be long remembered as the 
fierce competitor who brought the running game to Stout State 
University.

contract, he must be notified by 
March 1. The Board of Regents 
has a policy that everyone not on 
- tenure must be notified by Feb. 1, 
giving an additional month. 

During the second year of a 
teacher’s service he must be 
notified by Dec. 15. After two 
full years of service a 12 month 
notice must be given. With these 
limitations, at the end of two and 
one half years the institution 

-must make up its-mind to either 
grant the teacher tenure or not 
renew his contract. 

After a teacher receives ten- 
ure, extremely serious reasons 
must be involved for adismissal. 
These cases usually go to court. 

Many people seem to be con- 
fused between the terms of dis- 
missal and non-reappointment, 
If a teacher is dismissed he does 
not even finish the year and his 
contract is broken. A non-reap- 
pointment is only a decision not 
to renew a contract. This does 
not go against the record of an 
individual. ; = : 

The teachers are notified first 
by’ person and then by letter. No 
reasons need to be given for the 
non-reappointment.

Man lives on a limited, finite 
planet that spins in a mathemat- 
ically precise orbit in the dead 
vacuum of space. The uniqueness 
of man’s planet earth is that it 
is the only body in the solar sys- 
tem capable of life. 

Just how long it will be able to 
sustain life, however, is a ques— 
tion that is causing increasing 


concern to many scientists and. 


ecologists. Our planet has only 
a thin veneer of soil that is 
supporting rapidly diminishing 
forests and a dwindling variety 
of animal species. 

The scientists and ecologists 
have been warning for years that 
earth’s resources are not end- 
less and that soaring population 
growth and blind disregard for 
the most vital resources of air 
and water could bring disaster. 
They have stepped up their warn- 
ings of pending disaster, be- 
cause they believe that the end 
is virtually imminent, Every ma- 
jor watershed in America has 
been polluted by the unbridled 
expansion of business and in- 
dustry and by municipalities un- 
Willing to clean their wastes ade- 
quately before dumping. Lake 
Erie, an important fresh water 
supply for millions of people, is 
almost dead, and most other 
major bodies of water in the 
nation are close behind. 


Even the vast oceans, which 
make up three-fourths of the 
surface of the globe, face disas- 
ter and destruction. Man has 
looked to the oceans as the future 
source of food protein when the 
land becomes too crowded and too 
‘overworked to produce enough. 
But the pollution of the seas has 
become so serious that one noted 
ecologist has flatly predicted that 
the end of life in the seas could 
come in ten years. 

Evidence of nature in rebellion 
has already been seen in the 
oceans, as mysterious events take 
place which scientists have under 
study. In the South Pacific, a 
marauding starfish is destroy- 
ing coral reefs; without these 
barriers, many islands, includ- 
ing the Hawaiian, will lie unpro- 
tected from the pounding seas, 

Scientists are guessing that 
dredging, underwater blasting, 
overuse of lingering pesticides, 
or even radioactive fallout have 
killed the starfish’s natural en- 
emies. 

In the past year, other events 


have been observed  that- have 
brought death to thousands of 
creatures living in and around 
the * sea. Some were killed by 
ugly oil spills off the coasts of . 

alifornia and Southern England. 
Some, however, remain unex- 
plained—with only the dead fish, 
birds, clams, or crabs, tumbling 
by the thousands in the surf, 
indicating that something serious 
was wrong. 

There is almost no way to 
escape the poisons of pollution. 
Day after day the thin envelope 
of air that surrounds the earth 
is mixed with the belching smoke 
and soot of industrial smoke- 
stacks and incinerators and the 
deadly fumes from millions -of 
automobiles, buses, and trucks 
exhausting gases and lead par- 
ticles from fuel into the air. 
Just how long the atmosphere 
will be able to absorb these pol- 
lutants cannot be predicted ac- 
curately. 

The environmental threats have 
begun to jolt many Americans 
from their indifference and dis- 
regard for the severely limited 
natural resources of man, A 
recent Gallup Poll conducted 
for the National Wildlife Federa- 
tion revealed that fifty-one per 
cent of all persons interviewed 
expressed ‘‘deep concern’’ about 
the effects of air pollution, soil 
erosion, and the destruction of 
wildlife and natural resources, 
Most surprising was the fact that 
almost three out of every four 
persons interviewed said they 
would be willing to pay additional 
taxes to put a halt to these threats 
to life. 

Even a limited survey of the way 
in which man has been viola- 


ting his environment demon- 
strates why the threat to life is 
so serious. The use of thedeadly 
long - lasting, poisonous -pesti- 
cides is one of the mostdepress- 
ing examples, Fach year, more 
than 600 million pounds of pes- 
ticides of all kinds are sprayed, 
dusted, fogged, or dumped in the 
United States —about three pounds 
for every man, woman, and child 
in the country. 

The residues drift through the 
air, mingle with the waters to 
destroy aquatic life, and seep 
through the soil to contaminate 
the environment on a world wide 
basis. Pesticide particles have 
been found, for example, in the 
tissues of reindeer in Alaska, in 
penquins of the Antarctic, and in 
the dust over the Indian Ocean. 
Several species of animal life, 
including the American bald 
eagle, the peregrine falcon, the 
osprey, and the Bermuda petrel 
are on the verge of extinction by 
pesticides. 

A two-year national pesticide 
study completed recently by the

New Academic Programs 
Discussed for Stout 


Stout State University can look 
forward to implementing a range 
of new academic programs in the 
1970's under guidelines developed 
by the Wisconsin Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education 
(CCHE) in Madison, 3 

Arthur D, Browne, Coordina- 
ting Council executive director, 
and William E, White CCCHEasso- 
clate director for Academic 
Planning conferred Tuesday with 
President Micheels and members 
of the Board of Regents of state 
universities staff onpriorities for 
program expansion at the Stout 
campus, 

Under the CCHE guidelines, 
Stout could become the first Wis- 
consin State University campus’ 
to offer a- doctoral program in 
industrial education between 1974 
and 1980. 

Other items propose that by 
1973 Stout may seek Board and 
CCHE approval to initiate a mas- 
ter’s degree in industrial tech- 
nology and undergraduate majors 
in child development and family 


life, engineering technology and. 


food service and nutrition. 

The plan proposes that between 
1974 and 1980, Stout may seek 
authorization to develop the doc- 
toral program in industrial edu- 
cation, a specialist degree in vo- 
cational rehabilitation and mas- 
ter’s of science programs in edu- 
cational media, industrial safety, 
and student personnel service, 

The council’s advanced plan- 
ning policies are intended to help 
local campuses prepare for the 
orderly expansion of programs, 
faculty, buildings, and land needs 
in line with state-wide goals for 
higher education.

Hunter Shirley outt tell you 
how to make a million dollars, 
but through a unique system of 
personality analysis, he can tell 
many millionaires how to invest 
the money they’ve made, ' 

Shirley, a member of the Psy- 
chology Department here at Stout 
had the opportunity to analyze 
some of the nation’s wealthiest 
people recently, under contract 
for a firm that computerizes the 


financial data of millionaires. 


“The firm wanted to help the 
millionaires invest money in a 
way which is emotionally and 
psychologically gratifying to 
them,’’ Shirley explained. ‘‘How- 
ever, millionaires won’t take psy- 
chology tests.’’ 

Instead of using conventional 
tests, Shirley employed “affect 
reading,’’ a technique he designed 
to interpret man’s non-verbal 
signals such as facial expres- 
sions, vocal tones and gestures. 
These signals are indicators of an 
individual’s ongoing emotional 
states, much like pain is an in- 
dicator of one’s physical state. 

The analysis of personality 
through the use of non-verbal sig- 
nals is called observational per- 


sonality assessment. As_ the 
director of a research labora- 
tory that 18 doing advanced re- 
search in non-verbal communica- 
tion, Shirley has designed hisown 
technique for recognizing and re- 
cording emotional expression as 
it occurs. 

For example, one millionaire 
indicated —through these non- 
verbal signs—that he chronically 
felt sorry for himself. ‘‘To coun- 
ter this, we recommended that

The purpose of Peace Corps 
work is to enable Peace Corps 
volunteers to help peoples of 
other lands achieve their self- 
determined social and economic 
goals. 

This is accomplished by vol- 
unteers working and living for 
two years with the people of the 
host nation. 

Many nations are striving to 
modernize but desperately need 
assistance in training their peo- 
ple in all areas of technology. 
The ultimate goal is to have the 
volunteer phase himself out of a 
project when his host country 
co-worker is able to take over, 
thus eventually eliminating the 
need for Peace Corps. 

Peace Corps volunteers are 
working in projects concerned 
with industrial arts, home econ- 
omics, agriculture, business, 
English, teacher training, and 
many other areas, 

Overseas, volunteers receive 
health care, a living allowance 
and forty-eight days of paid leave 
time for travel. 

When the volunteers return 
home, they receive a re-adjust- 
ment allowance that had accumu- 
lated at $75 a month during their 
terms of service. 

Today after nine years, this 
concept of personal contact in 
development is still innovative, It 
is not only the number of students 
taught, nor bridges built, but also 
the exchange in the way people 
live and think that leads toprog- 
ress at home and overseas,

The Memorial Student Center was built for use by all 
students equally. At least it was! We recently witnessed 
the opening of a Black Culture Center, a room within the 
Union devoted to the black culture. For what purpose and 
why was this allowed? 

What makes the black culture so special that they de- 
serve a special center? Ef the black culture deserves one 
then so do the yellow, red and white cultures, too. But 
what purpose would that serve except to create a campus 
of culture centers? 

Take it away or deny it to them and you’ll hear cries 
of discrimination. Think about it,. though, and there are 
a lot of other minority groups who could do the same. 
“Tam Greek and think we should be given a special room. 
If we don’t get it, it’s because you don’t like Greeks and 
you're discriminating against us.” “We are Indian (or 
Ethiopian) and we want a special room for our. culture. 
Give it to us or you are discriminating.” Where does one 
draw the line? 

There is no need for special culture centers, this one 
serves no useful purpose. The center has no access to food. 
Any food purchased in the Union is supposed to be eaten 
in the Pawn or Snackbar. No restrictions are placed on 
‘who can or cannot eat there. 

The culture center houses a collection of books written 
on the black culture. What do we have a library for? 
Special sections can be, and in many libraries are, set 
aside for not only the black culture but all other cultures, 
too. If you want to read about the black culture, go to 
the library and read about it. 

Also found is a stereo. The purpose of the stereos in 
The Commons and Tainter lounge is to allow students who 
do not own a stereo or want to gather in larger groups to 
listen to their records. No restrictions as to who can play 
them and when are placed on these either. Why spend 
extra money when adequate facilities have already been 
provided? 

So, in essence the Black Culture Center serves no 
other function than to give special privileges to one of 
many minority groups on campus. 

You may argue that there is an International Room. 
But, international includes everyone, black, white, red, 
and yellow alike. Besides, this room is also used for group 
and club meetings as are the other rooms within the 
Union.

In 1968, the Corps came before 
Congress for additional author- 
izations for the Flood Control 
Project and told the Department 
of Interior, in writing, that the 
project would be regulated by 
the Everglades Park. But one 
year later, now that the Corps 
has its new authorization, it is 
refusing to implement that agree- 
ment and says it will wait for the 
*terunch’® tt sees — in thirty or 
forty years — before it acts. Such 
response is a blatant about-face, 
with obvious consideration for the 
wealthy land developers of south 
Florida who won’t be happy until 
every square mile of the Ever- 
glades is dredged, filled, put 
under the blade of the pulldozer, 
and subdivided into suburban lots 
around dead lagoons stocked with 
fish from someplace else. 

The Army Corps has already 
spent $170 million of the public’s 
money for the project that is 
steadily and rapidly destroying 
the Everglades — and it is asking 
for $160 million more to further 
despoil the park. If Congress and 
the Administration refuse to re- 
quire the Corps to establish pro- 
tective measures before any fur- 
ther federal funds are spent, we 
might as well admit that the 
government has no sincere con- 
cern for protecting the environ- 
ment of this country, even when it

World of Refuse 


Perhaps man, with his rampag- 
ing breeding and indifference, has 
reached the point where much of 
the world he lives in will be 
nothing more than an area of 
poisonous water choking air sur- 
rounded by mountains of garbage 
and debris. With many munici- 
palities already faced with a 
monumental problem of garbage 
disposal, it is estimated that 
every man, woman and child in 
this country is now generating five 
pounds of refuse a day from 
household, commercial and in- 
dustrial uses, This refuse adds 
up to more than 365billion pounds 
a year. 

Instead of using the country’s 
impressive technology which 
made itpossible to land man onthe 
moon and develop super-mech- 
anical devices capable of solving 
astronomical problems, thetyp- 
ically American approach is to 
take the easy way ~ dump the de- 
bris and garbage in the ocean, 

Why shouldn’t the municipal 
governments and business and 
industry believe the ocean would 
be a good dumping place? The sea, 
bottom is already being used for 
dumping radioactive wastes, and 
until the Army was stopped re- 
cently, some thoughtful military 
bureaucrat decided that it would 
be a great place to dump dis- 
carded poison gases.

The oceans are not a limitless 
funnel that take the chemical 
wastes and other debris to a 
magical “‘somewhereelse” where 
they can be forgotten. More than 
twenty years ago, Los Angeles 
found that its beaches were con- 
taminated and had to be closed 
to bathers because the city was 
not sterilizing its sewage. It was 
also discovered that wastes 
plumped by England into the North 
Sea were damaging Grand Banks 
fisheries off Newfoundland, The 
Japanese, concerned about their 
valuable fishing industry, have 
wisely banned dumping sewage 
into the sea, 


End to Sealife 


It is the economic profit to be 
found in the sea that attracts and 
brings closer the threat of cata- 
clysm which Dr, Paul Ehrlich, 
a noted ecologist, projected re~ 
cently. He predicted that unless 
current trends are reversed, the 
oceans could end as a significant 
source of life in ten years with 
the end of man coming a short 
time later. 

The massive oil leak off Santa. 
Barbara, Calif,, which killed fish 
and sea fowl could be the first 
dramatic warning of this end, 
Other commercial ventures are 
under consideration as develop- 
ers look to the possibilities of 
rich returns from moving parts 
crammed megalopolis to float- 
ing cities. One developer isplan- 
ning a floating jetport in the 
ocean waters off New York city. 
Such a facility might well be 
beyond the reach of enforcement 
of any federal agency regulations. 

Unfortunately, there is a great 
deal of confusion and litigation 
concerning whether various ocean 
waters are public, private, 
national, or international, & 
seems to be a wild utopiandream 
that the world will be able toface 
the threat to the oceans in any 
reasonable way in the face of the 
fact that various government jur- 
isdictions in this country cannot 
get together to develop respon- 
sible control programs for a 
simpler problem ~ domestic pol- 
lution, 

Without agreements or strong 
regulations, the massive business 
and industrial corporations are 
at it again — this time it is 
frontier days on the high seas, 
and it’s full speed ahead, damn 
the last clean environment on 
earth. 

To date, 8,000 oil wells have 
been drilled on the outer con- 
tinental shelf, And little mention 
is made of the fact that the outer 
shelf is reaily 823 thousand 
square miles of undersea public 
domain owned by the people of the 
United States. This public dormain 
was once much greater, But in 
1953, with the submerged Lands 
Act, Congress gave outright, to 
the states, the first three miles 
of offshore seabed.

‘Today, greedy over the pros- 
‘pect of trillions of dollars in 
potential continental shelf miner- 
als, the East Coast states are 
banding together to fight the fed- 
eral government in court for the 
undersea booty beyond the states’ 
three mile territory in a mad 
scramble for the public domain 
frontier. 


Coastline Degraded 


Our undersea domain is not the 
only ocean area that is threaten- 
ed, Landward, our coastline en- 
vironment is becoming an un- 
manageable tangle of conflicting, 
polluting uses that eliminate wet~ 
lands, destroy shellfish and other 
valuable sea life: in sensitive 
estuaries, wipe out beaches with 
unwise development, and degrade 
the natural values that make out 
coastline areas perhaps the most 
vital recreation resource in the 
nation, 

The one heartening sign so far 
has been the courageous move by 
the state of New Jersey to freeze 
ali action on purchase, lease, 
and use of state lands fronting 
on coastal tidal waters until com- 
pletion by the state of a master 
plan for ftnanaging the coastal 
environment, 


The same freeze should im- 
mediately be adopted for public 
coastal lands on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, the Great Lakes, 
and the Gulf of Mexico, The fed- 
eral government should halt all 
aid for development that would 
affect this environment until plans 
meeting national criteria are de~ 
veloped, And on the outer con- 
tinental shelf—the vast undersea 
region extending beyond the 
coast-the Secretary of the In- 
terior should grant no more 
leases of any kind until similar 
environmental criteria can be 


deveoped to protect this vital | 


last frontier. 

The President, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, should 
appoint a group of independent 
specialists to develop the coastal 
land and water use criteria which 
the state plans would be required 
to meet. This groug would also 
develop the outer continental shelf 
eviteria, At least a three-year 
moratorium on continental shelf 
and public coastal land develop- 
ment will be required for orderly 
planning and adoption of the na- 
tional criteria, 

I will shortly propose legis- 
lation in Congress which will 
take these vital steps for pro- 
tection of the coastline and ocean 
environments. Without such ac- 
tion, it will only be a brief time 
before the life-sustaining re~ 
sources of our oceanare destroy= 
ed. 

The real loser in man’ sgreedy 
drive is the youth of this country 
and the world, Because of the 
stupidity of their elders, the chil- 
dren of today face an ugly world 
in the near future, with danger~ 
ously and deadly polluted air and 
water; overcrowded development;

Student Concern Expressed 
Over Dismissal of Instructors 


A number of Stout students 
have reflected concern over the 
dismissal of teachers. This is 
also a concern of many other 
students in the WSU sy stem as re- 
flected by accounts in various 
conference newspapers, Various 
reasons have been given concern- 
ing the dismissal of teachers. 
Stout has four teachers not being 
retained with others leaving be- 
cause they choose to do so ac- 
cording to Dr. Wesley Face, act- 
ing vice-president for Academic 
Affairs. 

Whitewater will cut their facul- 
ty by about 24, all first year 
teachers, according to the ‘‘Royal 
Purple.’’ Reasons given were that 
the enrollment was not increas- 
ing as expected, the hours re- 
quired for graduation need chang- 
ing and a large lack of resources. 

According to Sherman Gunder- 
son, vice-president of Student 
Affairs at Oshkosh, faculty posi- 
tions at Oshkosh will bedecreas- 
ed by 28. Reasons fall into two 
categories, one being retention 
due to performance and the other 
hudget problems, 


Eau Claire has a possible six 
teachers leaving because of re- 
tention, leave of absence or en- 
rollment in graduate school. 

Not definite on a number, River 
Falls quotes that there are some 
filing leave of absences and a 
few being asked to resign. 

Stevens Point President Drey- 
fus according to the Pointer gave 
his reasons why students should 
not be involved formally in re- 
tention matters. He stated that 
faculty selection might become 
a popularity contest or ‘‘cause 
celibre.”’ 

Dreyfus also stated criteria 
for deciding who should be part 
of the selection process. One is 
the criterion of responsibility, 
which Dreyfus says lies in his 
office, and the other is the cri- 
terion of responsibility for those 
who must live with the conse- 
quences of their decision. 

Nonretention is one of many 
possible consequences teachers 
must face and as pointed out, is 
not necessarily all due to lack 
of ability.

The new speaker policy is as 
follows: 

Stout State University believes 
that a university has the respon- 
sibility to provide a forum for 
the free expression of contro- 
versial social and political phil- 
osophies. An essential function 
of a University is to expose 
members of the academic com- 
munity to the diverse ideas, at- 
titudes and values to facilitate 
the development of critical judg- 
ment in the pursuit of truth and 
knowledge. 

Stout State University re-af- 
firms the right of any regis- 
tered organization to invite and 
hear any speaker it chooses. 
Those routine procedures re- 
quired by an institution before a 
guest speaker is invited to ap- 
pear on campus should be de- 
signed only to insure that there 
is orderly scheduling of facil- 
ities and adequate preparation 
for the event, and that the oc- 
casion is conducted in a man- 
ner which safeguards the prin- 
ciple of free speech as stated 
in the United States Constitution 
and as defined by the laws of 
the United States and the State 
of Wisconsin and which protects 
individual safety and the proper=- 
ty of the University. These events 
should be planned and conducted 
so as to provide orderly pre- 
sentation and dialogue and to 
prevent disruption. A reason- 
able period of time should be 
allowed for questions and re- 
sponses from the audience. 

The institutional control of 
campus facilities should not be 
used as a device of censorship.

Decision Delayed 

Ben Bergsrud, District 14 NAIA chairman, and River Falls 
Physical Education Chairman, announced, Tuesday that he antici- 
pated a meeting of the Executive Committee of District 14 to make 
a decision on tournament participants, around Feb. 27. 

The ratings of the district teams, as earlier explained, under 
the Carr System, have been made. According to Bergrud, they will 
not be released until after the Stout-Stevens Point game, when the 
committee will make a selection. They will automatically name the 
champions of the Gateway and WSU conferences to tourney berths, 
and pick two others in the district. Lakeland has clinched a spot 
in the playoff as Gateway champs. Eau Claire is assured of a tie 
for the WSUC crown with a win tomorrow. Others: top contenders, 
of course, are St. Norbert, Stevens Point, and Stout. 


Two Wilt Tell a 

The three way WSUC basketball race enters the final week of 
league play with two decisive games on slate. Barring upset losses 
Saturday, when the Devils face River Falls, Eau Claire meets 
Superior, and Point travels to Oshkosh, the make or break games 
will be Tuesday and Thursday. 

The Stout-Point re-match will be a monumental battle. Victory 
means a salvaged season; defeat means the doldrums of third 
place. Stout has not lost two conference games to one team in 
many years. : 

The Devils lost their first match to Point 75-74 in overtime, 
on a last second free throw. The game here will be a sellout, 
and students are reminded that tickets must be acquired in advance. 
It is a game no one will want to miss, as the winner will have the 
inside track to the tournament. 

The Blugolds can clinch it in Stevens Point Tuesday while 
Stout will try to regain possession of second place Thursday in 
the final game of the season. 

Current leader Eau Claire, with only one loss, is the top 
rebounding, offensive, and defensive unit, averaging over 57 
boards per game, hitting 86.6 per game and yielding only 71.1 
points. With two losses, the second place Pointers claim the most 
accurate shooting team, hitting nearly 48 per cent. Third place 
Stout, at three losses, is the second most prolific scorer with a 
85.8 point clip, and second in defense with 71.2. 

These three tough squads are very closely matched. No one 
team has a definite edge over the other, as evident in the closeness 
of their ‘‘head-on collisions.’’ Any of the three could conceivably 
represent the District 14 in Kansas City.

festering mounds of debris; and 
an insufficient amount of open 
space to get away from it all. 

Since youth is again the great 
loser, perhaps the only hope for 
saving the environment and put- 

ting quality back into life may 
well depend on our being able to 
tap the energy, idealism and drive 
of the oncoming generation that, 
otherwise, will inherit the poi- 
sonous air and deadly waters of 
the earth. 

Biologist Barry Commoner, 
chairman of the St. Louis Com- 
mittee for Environmental Infor- 
mation, warned recently that ‘‘we 
don’t really know what the long- 
term effects of various types of 
environmental deterioration will 
be, and the kids are the guinea 
pigs.”’ 

Fortunately, the rising gener- 
ation appears not to be content 
to be the guinea pigs of a society 
that has lost its sense of priority. 
One of the most dramatic devel- 
opments of this decade has been 
the insistence of youth that in the 
last third of the twentieth century 
the quality of life must have a 
much higher priority than the 
greed of past generations has per- 
mitted. A few random examples: 

On learning that the United 
Nations is planning to hold a world 
conference on environment in 
1972, the youth of several nations 
have called for an International 
Youth Assembly on the Envtron- 
ment in 1971 to give notice to the 
world’s leaders that their genera- 
tion realizes it is they who suffer 
most from a destroyed environ- 
ment. 

A grou p of high school juniors 
in Ashland, Wis., recently showed 
concern for the growing threat to 
the ecology of Lake Superior by 
demonstrating in support of 
Duluth’s Pollution Enforcement 
Conference. They were demand- 
ing a clean lake. 

The same concern was voiced 
by a Washington, D,.C., university 
student who, when told that a 
Congressional proposal to bring 
a complete halt to any federal 
program that damaged the en- 
vironment might be unconstitu- 


tional, asked: ‘‘Isn’t polluting our 
rivers unconstitutional?”’ 

The concern is there. I am 
convinced that all that is needed 
now is the trigger to activate 
the overwhelming insistence of 
the new generation on environ-- 
mental quality. It is the young who 
can begin to stem the tide of 
disaster. To marshal such an 
effort, I am proposing a National 
Teach-In on the Crisis of the 
Environment to be held next 
spring on every university cam- 
pus across the nation. The crisis 
is so imminent, in my opinion, 
that every university should set 
aside one day in the school year— 
the same day across the nation— 
for the teach in. 

On that day, prominent ecol- 
ogists, biologists, political scien- 
tists, publicists, public officials, 
and political leaders could meet 
with students and faculty in sym- 
posiums, convocations, and panel 
discussions to discuss environ- 
mental topics selected by the 
student body. 

At the University of Southern 
California, it might be oil spills; 
at the University of Wisconsin, 
the devastation of the Great 
Lakes; at the University of Miami, 
it might be the Everglades; and 
at Yale, it might be the massive 
transportation snarl and urban 
sprawl, The topics could range 
widely; the list of critical sub- 
jects is virtually endless. 

Each year new species of 
animals are added to the list of 
those soon to be extinct. Man in 
his arrogance appears to think 
that he can escape joining that 
list. The evidence is overwhelm- 
ing, however, that it is much 
later than he realizes, that the 
species man cannot long watch 
the animals disappear without 
seeing that his end, too, is com- 
ing. Man, ironically, may be the 
creature that left as his monu- 
ment a planet nearly as incap- ‘ 
able of sustaining life as its 
barren neighbors in the dead 
vacuum of the solar system we 
are now exploring at costs that

The Faculty Senate, composed 
of elected representatives of the 
faculty, met in an open meeting 
held Feb. 19 in the President’s 
Room. The main point of dis- 
cussion for the meeting was cen- 
tered around an appeal by Paul 
Faler. and Malcolm Sylvers, two 
history -professors, intended to 
convince the Senate that an ‘‘open 
and fair meeting’? is in’ order 
where the administration would 
inform the campus as to why the 
two history instructors were not 


retained. 

President Joe Jax opened the 
discussion by stating that the 
meeting was not an arm of the 
left, right or the middle, and 
that it was _neither’a hearing 
nor a trial. The floor was first 


ate the reasons they were not 
retained were illigitimate, and 
he hoped the senate would pass a 
resolution asking the administra- 
tion to hold a hearing whereby the

reasons for their non-retention 
would be heard. 

Faler went on to state that the 
non-retention was illegally based 
on political beliefs. He also said 
that in the past he never received 
information from the senate in 
regard to teaching deficiencies 
and. has never penalized anyone 
for their point of view. 

The floor was then handed over 
to Sylvers who said that in all 
appearances, Stout is more of a 
vocational school than that of a 
university. 

’ Sylvers added that many of the 
faculty may believe in academic 
freedom but in reality refuse to 
defend it. He also made it clear 
to the senate that both he and 
Faler would waive any legal ac- 
tion if the administration would 
release the reasons for their 
dismissal if this is what is needed. 

A resolution was presented 

before the committee stating:

Massachusetts Decision 


Court Rules Against Student Censorship 


(CPS). A Massachusetts U.S, 
District Court Judge 
handed down a ruling against 
pre-publication censorship of 
student newspapers at state-sup- 
ported colleges. 

In the case of the Fitchburg 
State College CYCLE, Judge Ar- 
thur Garity, Jr. ruled that ‘‘prior 
submission to an advisory board 
of material intended to be pub- 
lished in the CYCLE, in order 
that the board may decide wheth- 
er it complies with responsible 
freedom of the press or is ob- 
scene, may not be constitutional- 
ly required either by means of 
withholding funds derived from 
student activity fees or other- 
wise,’ 

Harold Dulong, the attorney re- 
presenting the CYCLE, termed 
the case a landmark and said the 
decision, which applies to student 
newspapers at public-funded col- 
leges throughout the country is 
significant ‘‘in terms of freedom 
of the student press.”’ 

Badlitors of the CYCLEtook their 
case to court last fall after Fitch- 


state from acting as a censor. 

The decision was based large- 
ly onthe ‘‘censorial’’ supervisory 
powers of the advisory board. In 
an 18-page opinion, the court said 
there is no exception ‘‘The (Fitch- 
burg) policy conferred could pre- 

be used to get complete 
control of the content of the news- 
r,’’ 

According to the court docu- 
ment, ‘‘so far as the evidence 
shows,’’ the two members of the 
advisory board are ‘wholly un- 
familiar with the complex tests 
of obscenity established by the 
supreme court.’’ 

“Under the circumstance we 
need not decide whether adequate 
procedural safeguards could ever 
be formulated supporting prior 
restraint of a weekly newspaper, 
It is extremely doubtful. News- 
paper censorship in any for= 
seems essentially incompatible 
with freedom of the press.”’

Editorial. . : 


The editorial on the Black Culture Center is not dis- 
criminatory, but merely ignorant of several centuries of 
Afro-American history. There is something special about 
black culture that makes the establishment of such a 
center important (a similar argument could be made for 
an American Indian Cultural center). ~ 


Blacks, unlike yellows, Greeks, whites (as to a white 
culture center—what room on campus is not a white cul- 
ture room?), were torn from their own culture, brought 
to this country, enslaved, and forced to accept an alien 
culture which told them they were inferior, not full human 
beings, and treated them accordingly. 


After pre-Civil War slavery ended, white bigotry im- 
posed its own brand of slavery and blacks were still not 
free to act and speak freely. They have always gotten the 
butt end of what our society has to offer. 


Today, as all are aware, the ghetto is. still very much 
of a reality as is white racism (a CBS news survey of 
several years ago estimated that some 40 to 50 million 
white Americans have clearly racist attitudes). Whites, 
even well-meaning ones, are not well-informed about the 
black point of view. It is only recently that large numbers 
of black Americans have become fully aware of their own 
heritage and have begun to take pride in their race after 
centuries of degradation. 

The Black Culture Center (and it is open to all) offers 
both blacks and whites the opportunity to learn more of 
the heritage and point of view of the black American. 
With race relations as they are in this country, education 
of this sort is sorely needed. 

But don’t take a white’s word for it; read The Auto- 
Biography of Malcolm X, or Sex and Racism in America, 
or any number of other books by and about black Ameri- 
cans.

Seeing no other alternative but to build an additional 
office, they looked for an area which could be used with- 
out inconveniencing too many people. The coat racks, they 
felt, were not used enough to warrant their being there 
since contract feeding was transferred to The Commons. 
The Union Board unanimously approved the move.

Abortion— Personal Experience Related

The letter of last week resulted 
in many comments being made to 
me on the topic of abortion. By 
far the most impressive of these 
was a letter from a young lady. 
It was written on hospital sta- 
tionery. With due respect to her 
privacy, her name will not be 
mentioned, If, however, any read- 
er wishes to contact her to dis- 
cuss her experiences or abortion 
in general, he may contact either 
myself or Scott Carey through 
off campus mail. 

’ She begins, ‘Pm writing this 


from a hospital bed where I’m 
recovering from the aftereffects 
of an abortion. Let me begin 
four months ago—When I first 
began to suspect I was pregnant, 
I had to choose the road I was to 
take; marriage, adoption, keeping 
the baby, suicide or abortion. 
Marriage would have been the 
easy way out but I knew I wasn’t 
ready for it at that time. I had 
to think about the happiness of 
three people, not only myself. 
Adoption was impossible because 
there was no way I could tell my

Talking with various students 
last spring, William J. Micheels, 
president, found some concern 
that students might ‘‘goof off 
during Students’ Week, ‘‘This is 
not of great concern to me,” 
Micheéels said, ‘If they do not 
want to take advantage of this 
opportunity to learn, that is up 
to them. They will be missing 
what will be an exciting adven- 
ture.’”’ 

Registration at the central 


headquarters for Students’ Week -

My 
mental health was failing most of 
all. At this stage, I saw a psy- 
chiatrist and found that if I had 
come to him sooner, and he 
found me qualified, I could-have 
had a therapeutic abortion by a 
surgeon in a hospital. 


“T went back to my doctor and 
asked that he perform a D & C, 
It had to be done in his office, 
the hospital wouldn’t allow it. 


The operating room? Itwas dusty,

questionnaire, only 2.6 per cent 
of the total votes cast favored 
keeping hours-the way they stand 
now. At the opposite end of the 
spectrum, 8.6 per cent of the 
responses indicated interest in 
twenty-four hour service. Twenty 
per cent wrote comments and in- 
dicated some reasons for their 
preference for extended library 
hours. 

Here are some of the comments, 

“Pm glad that someone decided 
to make a new proposal! This is 
just about the only good place to 
study on campus,’’ 

“Once we finally have gotten a 
good study area, why close it? 
When things really get rolling, it 
would be great just to come down 
late at night and look through 
things you never get time to do.’’ 

“The reason I wrote. these 
hours (until 12 p.m.) is the re- 
quired assignments certain in- 
structors demand that require 
reference material. If a student 
has more than two of these class- 
es, there is just not enough time 
these materials are available.’’ 

Along this line another student 
wrote, ‘I have a job and with the 
present hours, I don’t have time 
off to come here so I have some 
one else get the books for me or 
go without them.’ 5 = 

‘*Many students don’t have a 
good place to study—other than the 
library (dorms are noisy and off- 
campus housing is crowded), Be- 
ing a senior, ve searched after 
the library closes for a place to 
study for four years-—I know the 
library is the best place and 
students would appreciate the ex- 
tended hours.’’ 

“For those of us who have 
classes until 9:30, a 10 p.m. 
closing is much too early.’’ 

‘T really feel the hours should 
be changed, especially now since 
the library has-become a great 
place to study. I like having the 
hours extended because a lot of 
times I. have meetings till late 
‘and barely get started reading 
something here and the bell dings 


and we have to leave. I also like 
to use my week ends to catch up 
on a lot of work sometimes.’’ 

**By not having the library open 
on Friday and Saturday nights, 
you are inhibiting studying. You 
are encouraging kids to go to the 
bars because that’s about theonly 
other thing they can do. A uni- 
versity should encourage learning 
and learning should not be con- 
trolled .by insufficient library 
hours.’’ . 

“JT feel that short hours on 
Friday indicate that the week end 
is here and all are free togo home. 
This seems to foster the image 
and atmosphere of a suitcase 
university. Those who have elec- 
ted to-stay must feel that they 
have chosen unwisely, since the 
university itself has locked up 
and declared a moratorium on 
studies.”’ 

“As a new graduate student I 


-have been impressed by the stu- 


dent effort in studies displayed 
in this library. The amount of 
sleeping and talking is negligible. 
The 10 p.m. closing time dis- 
rupts valuable study time, My 
alma mater, Muhlenberg College, 
Allentown, Pa., found that its 
long discussed and delayed ex- 
tension of hours to 11 p.m. and 
sometimes midnight has proven 
to be worthwhile. since imple- 
mentation.’’ As one advocate of 
twenty-four hour library service 
put it, ‘‘Don’t fence me out! I 
want to learn! !!°’ 

After tabulating and evaluat- 
ing the survey, and reading the 
various comments, the student 
senate is recommending, if funds 
permit, that the Robert L. Pierce 
Library adopt the hours: 

Mon.-Fri, 7 a.m. - 12 midnight 

Saturday — 9 a.m. -12 midnight 

Sunday 2p.m. - 12 midnight 

In addition the senate is recom- 
mending a 24-hour reading room 
and a lounge with coke and coffee 
machines adjacent to the reading 
room for the benefit of those stu- 
dents who want to work late into

dingy, and not too clean in the 
corners, 

*t came through the operation 
alright and was soon on my feet. 
A week and a half later I was an 
emergency case in the hospital. 
Why? Outside of sterile hospital 
conditions a doctor is-very lim-. 
ited. Because he must use dull 
instruments instead ofsharp ones 
which would have been too danger- 
ous, he was unable to do a com- 
plete job in removing the fetus. 
There were no anaesthetics or 
pain killers and I was awake and 
alert throughout the entire opera- 
tion, The doctor was limited by 
the amount of pain I could take.

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F light Training Offered | 


A program offering flight train- 
ing on the university level for 
academic credit will be intro- 
duced for the first time in Wis- 
consin this year during the reg- 
ular summer session at Stout. 
The program will provide the 
necessary background and flight 
training to qualify persons to 
take a pilot license examination. 

Centered around two courses, 
instruction will be by special 
instructors approved by the 
Federal Aviation Administration. 
‘‘Private Pilot Ground Prepara- 
tion’? is a three-credit course 
dealing with basic flight infor- 
mation, cross country flight plan- 
ning, instrumentation, weather 
and FAA regulations, Students 


European Tour 
Program Set 


A six week tour of Europe, 
which may be taken for three to 
six course credits, will be con- 
ducted this summer by the de- 
partment of clothing, textiles and 
design. Leaving New York on 
June 28, the tour will involve 


eight countries and will be open. 


to both graduate or undergraduate 
students. 

The program includes a study 
of the fashion industry in opera- 
tion and its role in international 
marketing. There will be lectures 
and discussions with leaders in 
the fashion trade, visits to a 
variety of manufacturing and 
merchandising establishments, 
as well as time to explore in- 
dividual interests. 

Historical and cultural visits 
are included as wellas shorttrips 
into the countryside for under- 
standing the heritage of European 
nations. 

Among the countries that will 
be visited are Ireland (needle 
work, woolens, linens), Scotland 


(knits, tweeds), England (textiles, 


boutiques, designers), Sweden 
(textiles, knits design), Switzer- 
land (shoes, embroidery, laces), 
Italy (silks, fabrics, craftsmen, 
couture), France (couture, tap- 
estries, boutique shops, leather), 
and Spain (lace, leather, jewelry). 

Heading the tour will be Marcia 
Metcalf, chairman of the depart- 
ment. The cost of $1,760 plus 
tuition, includes all travel from 
and back to New York. 


Student Sets Pace 
In Accounting 


A three-credit course, ‘‘Prin- 
ciples of Accounting,’’ designed 
to allow students to progress at 
their own speed will be offered 
by the Business Administration 
Department this summer at Stout 
State University. 

Under the program there are 
no grades. Students take a series 
of tests at various stages to 
determine their knowledge and 
proficiency of the subject mat- 
ter. When a student has demon- 
strated the proper level of pro- 
ficiency (70 or better), he is 
given credit for the course. 

Those students who complete 
the course work early can go 
on to other areas of study for 
additional credit. Students are 
‘then given one year to complete 
the work and receive credit. 


completing this aspect of the 
program will have the neces- 
sary knowledge to pass the FAA 
written examination. 

A two-credit course, ‘‘Intro- 
duction to Flight,’’? will offer 
actual flight experience. Stu- 
dents completing this course will 
have at least 40 hours of flight 
time, which is a minimum FAA 
requirement for a pilot license. 
Instruction will include the basic 
skills of operating an airplane, 
use of radio and navigational 
equipment, maneuvers, and cross 
country and local flying. 

Dr; Joe Rinck, coordinator of 
the program, said the purpose of 
the two courses is to provide a 
working knowledge of the aviation 
industry for teachers and persons 
interested in careers in aviation. 


‘‘With the increasing demand 
and growth in aviation and aero- 
space, educational institutions 
have a responsibility to provide 
their share of aviation educa- 
tional programs,’’ Rinck ex- 
plained. ‘*They have a respon- 
sibility to educate teachers and 
potential teachers at various 
levels of education and to edu- 
cate those who are interested 
in an aviation career, be it pilot 
or a supervisory position.’’ 


The flight training program 
at Stout is now under the Power 
Technology Department and may 
be taken for elective credits 
toward graduation. However, 
Rinck noted that a major or minor 
in aviation might be offered at 
Stout sometime in the future. 

Rinck urged persons interest- 
ed in enrolling in the aviation 
program this summer to con- 
tact him immediately so that 
planes and instructional materi- 
al can be ordered. 

A third course not required 
for pilot training will be offered 
to round off the summer program. 
‘tAerospace”’? is a three-credit 
course dealing with all phases 
of innerspace and outerspace 
transportation.

atory session, the student must 
carry courses totaling at least 
six academic credits. The grades 
achieved in these courses must 
total 1.5 (D plus), In addition 
the student is required to par- 
ticipate in two non-credit semin- 
ars. The seminars are the result 
of experience by the faculty in 
working with preparatory stu- 
dents and suggestions by students 
on what activities would be most 
beneficial to entering freshmen. 


One seminar will be entitled 
**Personal Development’’ and will 
enable the student to more ac- 
curately understand himself and 
his relationships to others and to 
his university. 

The second seminar, ‘‘Voca- 
tional Skills and Development,’’ 
will enable the student to gain 
more understanding of his own 
abilities and attitudes; to learn 
about the various programs of- 
fered at Stout; and to learn about 
job possibilities upon graduation. 
This seminar will also acquaint 
students with various skills and 
attitudes necessary for college 
work such as time budgeting, 
effective study concentration and 
proper note-taking. 


So far, the program is con- 
sidered successful. For example, 
last year 72 per cent of the 
students who enrolled in the 
preparatory sessions were able 
to continue into the first and 
second semester in the fall.

* A dependent or parents, who 
are legal Wisconsin residents and 
have been for 12 or more months 
prior to the beginning of a school 
term, is considered a resident. 


* A person under 21 whoisa 
dependent of a Wisconsin resi- 
dent because of legal guardian- 
ship is considered a resident. 


* A female, non-resident, who 
marries a Wisconsin resident is 
considered a resident, (The re- 
verse is not true) 


* A person who entered Wis- 
consin for the purpose of em- 
ployment, gained such employ- 
ment, and has worked 12 or more 
months (paying Wisconsin income 
taxes, voting and vehicle regis- 
tration), is said to have gained 
residency — if at a later date he 
decides to attend school. A stu- 
dent from another state who is in 
Wisconsin primarily to obtain 
an education will not be consid- 
ered to have established resi- 
dency. 


* A non-resident Armed 
Forces person or family member 
is a resident for school purposes 
while stationed in Wisconsin.

The camp has been used prin- 
cipally for programs in art, out- 
door education, school camping, 
and for field biology institutes 
which have been supported by 
the National Science Foundation. 
The programs have varied in 
length from two to six weeks. 


The field station was acquired 
from the U. S. Forest Service in 
1959 and functions as a natural 
laboratory in the heart of the 
Chequamegon National Forest. 


Living quarters include sixteen 
cabins, each with a capacity of 
six to eight students. A dining 
hall, recreational hall and two 
classroom-—laboratory buildings 
are situated near 1400 feet of 
shoreline,

GENERAL INFORMATION 
The sixty-fifth annual summer session will open on 
Monday, June 22, 1970 and continue for eight weeks, ¢los- 
ing on Friday, August 14. A two-week pre-session is offered 
from June 8 to June 19. Thus a student may enroll for as 
many as ten weeks of work during the summer. 


ADMISSIONS 
Graduates or undergraduates who plan to attend Stout 
State University for the first time must make application 
for admission. Undergraduate application forms may Be 
obtained from the Admissions Office at Stout or from any 
Wisconsin high school. Graduate applications may be ob- 
tained from the Graduate College at Stout State University. 


ENROLLMENT 


Pre-registration is encouraged. Two types of pre- 
registration will occur: 
1) Students currently enrolled (on campus Semester II, 
1969-70) will be allowed to pre-register on the eve- 
ning of April 7. 
2) Students not currently enrolled may pre-register by 
mail until May 8th. 
Students who do not pre-register will register on June 
8 for the pre-session or June 22nd for the eight-week ses- 
sion. Students should follow the appropriate instructions 
listed below:

Forest Industry 


Two new courses, which are 
intended to acquaint students with 
new developments in the forest 
products industry, will be of- 
fered this summer by the Wood 
Technics Department. 

Past emphasis in industrial ed- 
ucation has been merely on the 
secondary processing or ma- 
chining of wood. However, new 
development in the forest prod- 
uct industries make it neces- 
ary to approach wood asafibrous 
raw material of many uses. Wood 
structure and its chemical-phys- 
ical properties must be fully 
understood before wood fiber in 
various forms (flour, pulp, fiber, 
flakes, chips, veneers) can be 
best used. 


The two new courses concen- 
trate on basic wood properties and 
on primary breakdown processes 
which enable wood fiber to be 
used in a number of ways. 

For the undergraduate student 
‘Wood Technology’’ provides an 
introduction to wood as raw ma- 
terial. Its growth, conservation, 
structure and methods of utiliza- 
tion and modification are studied. 

At the graduate level ‘‘Wood 
Properties I?’ focuses ontheper=

The second course, “Founda- 
tions of American Indusiry,’’ 
will provide a special area of 
preparation necessary to teach 
American Industry in the sec- 
ondary schools. .

Nine credit hours are in applied 
research, which consists of 
coursework in computer science, 
research design and procedures, 
and statistics.

portunity to use much of what F 


he has learned inhis coursework. 

Looking beyond this, Stout 
hopes to submit a request to 
offer a doctorate degree in in- 
dustrial education.

Session To Aid Teachers, Handicapped 


Few industrial arts teachers 
are trained to work with the 
mentally retarded, emotionally 
disturbed, physically handicap- 
ped or motor disoriented chil- 
dren, according to the Wisconsin 
Department of Public Instruction. 
To help solve this problem, a 
special one week workshop will 
be conducted June 15-19 on the 
Stout campus. 


Sponsored jointly by the Uni- 
versity and the Department of 
Public Instruction, the workshop 
will acquaint industrial arts 
teachers with the skills, tech- 
niques and methods needed in 
teaching industrial arts activities 
to handicapped children. Work- 


shop participants will take part 
in classroom demonstrations and 
will actively instruct handicapped 
children from neighboring school 
districts and institutions. 

In a recent report, it was 
pointed out that handicapped chil- 
dren can and do succeed in in- 
dustrial arts activity. The report 
said ‘‘Because of the constant 
increase in special education 
classes in Wisconsin, there isa 
definite need to afford industrial 
arts teachers the opportunity to 
become more aware of the needs 
of handicapped children in the 
area of industrial arts and to 
train teachers to meet the needs 
of these children.’’

New Master's Thesis Plans Begin 


A new plan for graduate majors 
in Industrial Education will be 
available during the summer ses- 
sion this year. 


The new series is called Prob= 
lems in Industry and Technology 
and consists of three separate, 
but dependent steps, The first 
step is a one-credit introduction 
course in which each student 
selects his technical problem and 


Plans a procedure for attacking 
it. The second step is a 2-6 
credit independent study of an 
activity with the technical prob- 
lem, guided by a technical con- 
sultant from the school of applied 
Science and technology. The final 
step is a 2-credit project ending 
in both a written and oral report 
to the class, This can be used to 
satisfy the plan B research re- 
quirements. 


open to all interested persons 
and can be taken for one credit 
toward either the Bachelor’s or 
Master’s degree. In addition, 20 
stipends are available for teach- 
ers and curriculum supervisors 
working with handicapped chil- 
dren. 


According to the bureau, the 
majority of handicapped children 
presently enrolled in industrial 
education are not having their 
needs met by present instruction 
because of competition for teach- 
er time resulting from large 
class enrollments, lack of aware- 
ness by the instructor for the 
needs of handicapped and course 
content that is not aimed at stu- 
dents with special needs. The 
bureau noted that althoughanum- 
ber of schools inthe state are now 
working with a variety of pro- 
grams to meet the needs of the 
handicapped, there has been no 
attempt to coordinate these 
efforts. 

In selecting Stout as the site 
for such a program, the bureau 
stated ‘‘Because of Stout’s long 
standing leadership in Industrial 
Education, the availability of ex- 
cellent laboratories and a display 
of keen interest, it seems log- 
ical to conduct the workshop at 
this university.’’

Since the computer has come of age, more and more uses are 
being found for it every day in thousands of varied areas. Hardly 
a day goes by without a person having contact with a computer, 
usually indirectly, through bills, checks, or use of a product which 
was designed or built with the help of a computer. 

Stout has a modern IBM computer available for instructional 
purposes.

Calendar Revisions Proposed

samples of water from various 
areas of the Red Cedar River 


Har- 
ry Falk, and Mary Lorenz) dis- 
covered that man, his industries, 
and his day to day living affect the 
Red Cedar River with all the 
flora and fauna that live in that 
water as well as others who use 
the. water for. other purposes, 


The bacterial counts were made 
using tests provided by George 
Nelson, Stout State Bacteriologist 
who served as advisor to the 
group. Results obtained showed 
that the bacterial count varied 
with the location and seemed to 
reflect the input into the river 
by~ the industry and other plants 
along the banks, 


At one point a bacterial count, 
-nearly reaching two million per 
milliliter, caused this student 
team to reflect upon the laws and 
regulations that are intended to 
regulate the input into rivers 
as the Red Cedar. Are these laws 
adequate? Are these laws being 
enforced and are the regulations 
of the laws being followed? The 
‘¢Environment’’ again took on a 
personal note. What is an in- 
dividual’ s responsibility? 


This group of students also 
tested for the dissolved oxygen 
content of the river at the same 
locations as for bacterial count. 

Mary Lorenz, ‘‘There must 
be a certain amount of oxygen 
in river water to support life and 
to carry on the necessary biolog- 
ical and chemical processes of 
breaking down wastes. Without 
this oxygen all animal and plant 
life will die, wastes will accum- 
ulate, and the river will become 
polluted and barren.’’ 


Below the dam on Lake Meno- 
min the oxygen content was found 
to be high due to the rapidly 
moving turbulant water, and could 
therefore support far more plants 
and animals, continued Mary Lor- 
enz. Farther downstream, the 
oxygen content was less especial- 
ly in those areas where man’s 
input was affecting the ecology of 
the river. The lower oxygen con- 
tent of the water slows down the 
natural processes that support 
life, and of the decay processes 
that are necessary within a 
stream if the stream is to ‘‘clean 
itself,’’ 2 


- Another student-faculty team 
chose to determine the major 
source of pollution of phosphate 
into Lake Menomin, ‘This team 
composed of Dawn Carlson and 
Tsuru Matsui, working with Dr. 
Runnals and Dr. Mueller, both 
chemists from the Stout Chem- 
istry Department, and Mr. For- 


aythe of the Stout Mathematics

eet Week this group 
coupled themselves with work- 
ing out a procedure that will be 
followed over the year-long proj- 
ect, They determined the points 
at which samples should be taken 
as well as taking one series of 
samples for analysis, and deter- 
mining the times of the year when 
the samples should be taken, as 
well as other data that would 
have to be collected and analyzed. 


Daily rates of flow of water 
into Lake Menomin and into the 
Red Cedar River were obtained. 
The daily levels of the lake and 
daily precipitation records for 
the past two years were obtained, 
all of which were tabulated using 
the Stout State University com- 
Si in making their computa- 

ons, 


The end results of their work 
will pin point the direction from 
which phosphate is coming from 
a certain stream entering into 
the lake or the river then some 
conclusions can be drawn as to 
the source of that pollution based 
upon the location from which it 
is coming. The project will con- 
tinue through next year. 


Jon Dietrich chose to analyze 
the degree to which the air of 
Menomonie is composed of radio- 
active materials. He constructed 
an instrument out of pipe through 
which he was able to draw air 
forcing the air through a filter of 
known pore size. The materials 
collected on the filter were an- 
alyzed. using equipment of the 
Stout Chemistry Department as 
to the degree of radioactivity. 


The above teams of students 
working with faculty advisors 
were able to educate themselves 
as to the degree of pollution and 
the urgency with which this prob- 
lem should be regarded, 


Continued efforts are in the 
offing for these students and hope- 
fully others as part of the Stout 
Environmental Council in pre- 
paring for the nationwide En- 
vironmental Teach-in sponsored 
by Senator Nelson on April 22 
when it is hoped that all stu- 
dents and faculty of Stout will 
be actively involved. 


The week-long schedule of ac- 
tivities. was an effort to sen- 
sitize the university community 
to the problems that beset our 
environmént and their potential 
solutions. Ample evidence was 
provided to those who participa- 
ted that man and his environment 
share a personal relationship. 
The actions of one or the other 
affect both. Those students and 
faculty who participated saw the 
need for personal. involvement.

Gl Bill to Assist Veterans 


. Veterans serving onactive duty 
since the Korean War for contin- 
uous terms at or in excess of 181 
days are eligible for, benefits at 
the rate of 11/2 months schooling 
for each month of active duty not 
to exceed 36 months. The an- 
nouncement was made by Dr, 
Richard Anderson, registrar. 

Eligibility ceases at the end of 
eight years from.the date of last 
release from active duty; how- 
ever, due to the law being en- 
acted ll years after the begin- 
ning eligibility date, veterans re- 
leased prior to June 1, 1966, have 
eligibility until May 31, 1974. 

Full time study allows $130 per 
month for veterans with no de- 
pendents, $155 per month with 
one dependent, and $175 per month 
with two dependents. Assistance 
is reduced for less than full time 


study. 

In addition to instructional 
training, assistance covers farm 
cooperative training, apprentice- 
ship, on the job training and flight

Third In National 

The NAIA national meets brought to a close an especially suc, 
cessful Stout winter sports season. Many individual efforts and 
some superb teamwork made for ‘a most competitive year. in 
basketball, gymnastics, swimming, hockey, wrestling and bowling. 

A most remarkable feat is our third place. finish in the National 
Gymnastics .Tournament held at Stout’s Fieldhouse last “week. 

Third place of all the small college teams, is the highest finish 
in any sport for Stout in an NAIA tournament. 

Gymnastics is not.an old established Stout sport. Head coach 
John Zuerlein first came to Stout as a student in 1959. At that time 
there was no gymnastics program: As a student, Zuerlein proposed 
that Stout have a gymnastics°-team. His efforts to build the sport 
are reflected in his own description of a gymnast—‘‘An individual 
that likes a challenge, who is willing to put up with frustrations 
and the hours it takes to learn moves that are technically perfect."’ 

In 1962, after overcoming great obstacles, Zuerlein got the nod 
to develop his dream. He quickly became the team’s coach and 
leading competitor. His team worked with very limited equipment 
often of their own construction, 

The squad captured third of the four teams entered in the 1°° 
state conference meet. Zuerlein hag remained as coach ever since, 
working his way through graduate school and now a faculty coach. 

tout has excelled in gymnastics since his initial season. His 
teams only finished below second in the conference once, that being 
a third in 1968. 

Working with a limited budget, Zuerlein initiated the first inter- 
state high school invitational at Stout. 

Sponsoring the NAIA national was the peak of athievement for 
Zuerlein and his teams. He tailored the entire meet for the enjoy- 
ment of the spectators. The meet was run to perfection. Gaining 
third place was weil deserved and hard earned credit for the Stout 
team. Though lacking depth, they outscored conference champion 
LaCrosse and 18 other qualified teams to give Stout an impressive 
national marking. 

Stout was one of three Wisconsin Schools to host national tourna- 
ments this year. This marked the first time one conference ever 
staged three NAIA tournaments in a year, Superior held wrestling, 
and LaCrosse sponsored swimming.

Mike VandeBogert was selected as Most Valuable Swimmer on 
the Stout team, according to Bob Smith, head coach. The team’ 
also chose Gary Winkler, Jack Milinovich and VandeBogert as 
co-captains.

The city of Menomonie, being what it is in relation to 
the academic community, offers no entertainment or places 
of social gathering for college students after 1 a.m. This 
is not rare, many college towns do close up early. 

What seems to be slightly off balance is the adminis- 
‘tration’s or the SSA’s concern of the wants of the students. 
It could be that there is not an organized, formal demand. 
but need is still there. The need discussed here is a 24 
hour student union. ~ 

With the present system of hours for girls, the ‘iupper- 
classwomen are given more lenient hours as to when they 
have to report back to the dorm. With this extra time, the 
next question to ask is “‘What do you do with it?” First, 
if a girl is lucky she can be picked up by a guy who owns 
a car or she may have been lucky in getting a date who 
can borrow someone’s car for the night. This is fine, but 
what about the couples who have no car and no place to go 
and talk because nothing is open after 1 a.m.? The hours 
aren’t too significant to the needs of the students, though. 
Even people who have a car to sit in would like a change 
of pace. With the use of a 24 hour union, this need not 
necessarily be a problem. 

With the present system of operation, the union closes 
on week nights before the bars do. On weekends, the 
Union stays open till 1 a.m., the same time the bars close. 
The bars being the focal point of student gatherings, the 


need arises for an after-bar gathering place or just some- ~ 


where for night owls to meet. 

The arguments against keeping the student union open 
are vague and senseless. One is that 1 a.m. is “time enough 
for the kids to be out.” The “kids” are no longer irrespon- 
sible tots, buf now hold a good capacity to judge what 
time they should be in without someone telling them. 

Secondly there is the problem of financing the guard 
and possibly a janitor. The cost, according to Miss Freda 
Wright, dean of student affairs, would be approximately 
$20 a day. Through the use of funds from the student 
services division and by checking out other possibilities, 
this may not #e as expensive as it sounds. The formation 
of a student watchdog corps might solve the problem. 
With the offices. rooms, and cafeteria locked there would 
only be a need for one guard. A constant refilling of the 
vending machines would be appropriate. With these, the 
student union Fireside Lounge would be an excellent night 
owl gathering place. 


With the the possibility of liberalizing woman’s hours, 


the need for a 24 hour union would become a necessity: 
Even if all the hours were abolished, they wouldn’t mean 
much unless the students had some place to go. The place 
in discussion IS a student union. If the students need it, 
they should have it.

At Least We Try 


Some people are never satistied and often it is with 
reason that they should not be. However, one area of 
dissatisfaction whichl feel is unjust is with this newspaper. 
It is by no means the best paper but before you are so 
quick to judge find out under what circumstances this 

bape gets published. 

The major area of complaint is in the lack of coverage. 
First of all, we have about four regular reporters who can 
be counted on to do one or two stories each week. None 
of them are paid. On volunteer time, they cannot and 
should not be asked to put in 10 or more hours a week 
covering and writing four or five stories each. Other 
schools may have better coverage but they also have 
anywhere from 15 to 25 reporters working for them each 
week. 

When school began more than 50 kids signed up say- 
ing they were really interested in working on the paper. 
That was the first and last time they were seen. 

Secondly, we have a Tuesday night deadline. And, that 
is when 90 per cent of the articles come in. Conflicting 
with this deadline is the fact that most events on this 
campus are scheduled for Tuesday night or Wednesday, 
too late for that week’s paper. 

With no stories coming in until the very last minute 
we never know how many pages to order. We can only 
increase by fours, therefore, we have to be sure that 
there is news to fill those pages. So, when more stories 
than expected come in there often isn’t enough room for 
them and some have to be cut. 

We aren’t the best but considering our facilities and 
the size of our faithful staff we’re doing a pretty god job. 
It’s good enough to get us a first class rating. 

Perhaps our critics might help us by recruiting a com- 
petent staff that is not afraid to donate a little time for 
a good purpose.

Quaker To Speak Tuesday 


On Hanoi Policies, Leaders 


Stout students will have an 


opportunity to hear directly about 


Hanoi and its leaders on Tues- 
days from Dr. Joseph Elder, who 
made two trips to Hanoi last 
year. Elder, professor of Sociol- 
ogy and Indian Studies at the 
University of Wisconsin, was in- 
vited to visit Hanoi to discuss 
assistance to civilians as the 
representative of the American 
Friends Service Committee, 
(AFSC) a Quaker service and 
relief organization. Elder is a 
Quaker and onthe Board of Direc- 
tors of the AFSC. In 1966, he was 
part of a three-man Quaker team 
moving between Indian and Pakis- 


tan, during the war between those- 


countries, 

Since 1965 the AFSC has tried 
to provide help to civilians on 
all sides of the Vietnam conflict, 
regardless of their political or 
ideological affiliations.” In the 
South Vietnamese city of Quang 
Ngai, an AFSC team maintains 
a children’s day-care center as 
well as a prosthetics-training 


‘program in which Vietnamese 


learn to fit and manufacture ar- 
tificial arms and legs, AFSC has 
provided large supplies of peni- 
cillin for civilian war sufferers, 


in all areas of South Vietnam. 

In his June, 1969 visit to Hanoi, 
Elder received a request for 
open-heart surgical equipment. 
On his October trip, he delivered 
the requested equipment and dis- 
cussed other assistance AFSC 
might render North Vietnamese 
civilians, 

Elder will also’ show slides 
he took on his visits. Everyoneis 
invited to his presentation this 
Tuesday, which will be held in 
the Memorial Student Center 
Ballroom at 2:30 p.m.

Belisle has witnessed many 
changes at the university, includ- 
ing the introduction of a number 
of new majors. ‘‘When I started 
at Stout we were almost entirely 
devoted to teacher education,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Now more than half 
our graduates go into non-teach-= 
ing fields.”’ 

However, Belisle feels that 
through the years, the school 
has maintained a consistently high 
quality student. “I get reports 
that our students are very, very 
well adjusted to employment.’’ he 
said, ‘‘They’re well prepared 
for their job interviews. Every- 
body is amazed at the fine quality 
of students who are interviewed 
here.’’ 

Looking toward future plans, 
Belisle intends to make good use 
of his retirement. ‘My interests 
for 25 years have been in biol- 
ogy,’ he said, ‘I hope toget back 
to my microscope and field 
glasses.’’ He also plans todevote 
his time to hunting, fishing and 
playing cribbage. 

Following Belisle’s retirement 
the placement director’ s position 
will be filled by Robert Schunk, 
who is now serving as associate 


placement director. Robert Dahl- 
ke, director of school relations, 
will be come associate placement 
director. 

Another long-time member of 
the Stout faculty will retire this 
June. She is Miss Margaret 
Harper, who has served 27 years 
in the university’s home econom- 
ics program. She taught home 
economics education and also 
worked in the Food and Nutrition 
Department. 

In accepting her resignation, 
university president William J. 
Micheels stated, ‘‘I express my 
sincere appreciation for the many 
dedicated years of service which 
you have given to the many stu- 
dents at Stout State University.’’

for the American Friends Service 
Committee (AFSC) a Quaker ser- 
vice and relief organization, El- 
der visited Hanoi in 1969. 

Eider showed slides as he spoke 
af the problems and life of the 
people and the government.

our bombs, children’s limbs were - 


blown off and there is an immed- 
iate concern for the livelihood of 
the farmers.

The purpose of the meeting 
was to discuss ways of stream- 
lining the organization inorder to 
make it a more effective body. 
The general consensus was that 
UC should be more selective in 
the projects it undertakes. In 
limiting its projects, UC could 
do a better job on those it did 
select, 

Discussions centered around 
giving more responsibility to the 
executive board, preventing the 
duplication of efforts, attempting 
shorter range products, building 
a stronger state front, and ex- 
amining the true purpose of the 
United Council, 


Under one new plan presented 
at the meeting more power would 
be given to the executive board in 
carrying out the directives of the 
presidents. 


Ideally, the presidents would 
direct the executive board to 
draw up a statement on a certain 
point UC is. interested in. The 
board member in charge of the 
committee which usually handles 
it would contact people on each 
campus to do research, 

He would then compile it, re- 


board would present a resolution 
to the presidents to accept or 
reject. : 


A new plan like this would elim- 


inate committees that do not have 
enough to keep them busy for the 
duration of the conference, give 
more responsibility to the execu- 
tive board, prevent complete re- 
writing by the presidents, make 
subject selection more selective, 
and make for a more effective 


It was proposed that more 
concentration be placed on our 
state front than on solving the in- 
dividual campus problems. It was 
suggested a professional lobbyist 
be hired or that a former UC 
member be contacted to do some 
lobbying. 

The executive board is also 
planning discussions concerning 
UC with each university’ s student 
government, 

Discussions will be. presented 
to the general assembly at Platte- 
ville on Nov. 7 and 8. An open 
council is planned in which mem- 
bers will discuss plans for im- 
proving the organization further.

The faculty is in the process 
of studying collective bargaining 
for higher salaries to promote an 
improved environment of univer- 
sity teaching. 

Three men, Donald E. Krahn, 
director of Field Services at Mad- 
ison, Ralph S, Chesebrough, di- 
rector of National Society of Pro- 
fessors, Washington, D.C., and 
Tom Bull, .Labor Relations Spe- 
cialist for the Board of Adminis- 
tration at Madison visited Stout 
Oct. 13 and 15 and headed faculty- 
administration meétings con- 
cerning the desirability of collec- 
tive bargaining. 

The Association of Wisconsin 
State University Faculties, 
(AWSVF),..is the organization 
presently working towards nego- 
tiations of collective bargaining 
with the Wisconsin legislature. 


The association’s main purpose 
is to advance the general educa- 
tional welfare of Wisconsin and 
the nation, 

The AWSVF is undertaking a 
survey of Wisconsin state univer- 
sity faculties regarding the de- 
sirability for faculty members to 
engage in collective bargaining. 
An advisory ballot will be used to 
poll all faculty members during 
the last week in October, The 
ballot is directed first:to whether 
state university faculties should 
organize for collective bargain- 

The survey is being conducted 
in order to provide guidance for 
the delegates to the Nov, 14 and 
15 Delegate Assembly. Perhaps

individuals in order to bring about 
their vocational adjustment, said 
Brolin, In the United States today 
an estimated 3,500,000 persons 
need these services to enable 
them to work in the competitive 
labor market, in sheltered em- 
ployment, or in their own homes. 

Each year about 450,000 dis- 
abled persons enter the group who 
need vocational rehabilitation. 
Some of these disabilities are: 
cardiac defects, physical handi- 
caps, mental illness, mental re- 
tardation, epilepsy, cancer, vis- 
ual impairments, and speech and 
hearing defects, The public of- 
fender, alcoholic, and culturally 
deprived have also received re- 
cent attention by rehabilitation 
personnel. 

Brolin said he hopes that Stout’ s 
vocational rehabilitation major 
will supply the field with weli- 
trained and qualified personnel 
who will be able to assume re- 
sponsible and challenging posi- 
tions in this rapidly expanding 
field, The program hopes to at- 
tract students desiring to work 
in the helping professions and use 
their special aptitudes and skills 
in evaluating, training, and/or 
placing the handicapped and dis- 
advantaged who need vocational 
rehabilitation services. 

The curriculum is currently 
being developed with the assis-~ 
tance of many Stout departments. 
Coursework is being designed in

three general areas: liberal stu- 
dies, vocational rehabilitation, 
and technical education (indus- 
trial arts-technology, business 
administration, or home econ= 
omics), It is hoped the degree 
will eventually include teacher 
certification for those desiring it, 

With a bachelor’s degree in 
vocational rehabilitation, the stu- 
dent will find employment oppor- 
tunities available in many public 
and private organizations dealing 
with the handicapped, i.e., rehab= 
ilitation agencies, sheltered 
workshops, welfare agencies, 
health organizations, institutions, 
industry, schools, and voluntary 
organizations such as Easter 
Seals or United Cerebral Palsy. 

A vocational rehabilitation de- 
gree will also give the qualified 
student the background to enter 
graduate school in such areasas: 
Rehabilitation Counseling, Re- 
habilitation Administration, So- 
cial Work, and Psychology. Over 
80 colleges and universities offer 
graduate training in rehabilita- 
tion, ; 

Staff and students from the in- 
stitute for vocational rehabilita= 
tion will be available to discuss 
the undergraduate program Mon- 
day and Tuesday at two campus 
areas: Tainter Hail from 4:30 to 
6:30 p.m., Monday, and The Com- 
mons from 4:30 to 6:30 p.m., 
Tuesday. Persons interested in 
finding out more about this pro- 
gram are invited to stop and talk 
with the staff and students at 
those times. 


Pre-Registration Set Monday 


Students will register for sec- 
ond semester according to credits 
completed as of Sept. 1, 1969. 
Those students with 44 credits or 
more which makes them second 
semester sophomores and above 
will be preregistering on Monday 
and Wednesday, according to Dr. 
Richard Anderson, Registrar. 


Anyone with less than 44 credits 
is scheduled to register on Jan. 19 
and 20 based on small groupings 
by eredits completed. These 
small groupings are mixed and 
randomly selected at registration 
time. 

Preregistration is limited to 
second semester sophomores and 
above because of the great mobil- 
ity of the freshmen and first 
semester sophomore students. 


Students during the first year 
and a half of their college educa=- 
tion change majors, transfer 
more often and have more fail- 
ures, For example: After pre- 


registering a student fails a 
course he is presently taking 
and must repeat it, He must drop 
a course he preregistered for to 
make room for the repeat but he 
does not lose the position re- 
served for him. Therefore the 
position in the course preregis- 
tered for cannot be filled by an- 
other student until the course has 
been officially dropped. This 
would held up other students de- 
Siring that course. 

The number involved in pre= 
registration is approximately 
2000. Preregistration will begin 
at 6 p.m. and end at 10 p.m. on 
both Monday and Wednesday. 
These students will not have to 
return from semester break until 
Jan, 20, 

Registration for first semester 
sophomores, freshmen and new 
students will begin at 8 a.m. on 
the 19th and end at 5 p.m. Tues- 
day it will again begin at 8 a.m. 
but will end at 1:30 p.m. 


in upholding the present UC cone 
stitution. ‘lam greatly concerned 
because we are operating under 
a constitution that I feel is being 
undermined, and I do not wishfor 
that constitution to be undermined 
unless it is done in a very re= 
sponsible manner and by the ma- 
jority of the voting delegates and 
member universities of United 
Council,’’ said Arndorfer. 

At the last UC meeting the 
General Assembly voted to estab- 
lish a commission to explore 
UC as an organization; its past, 
present, and future problems. 
Each member school was to ap= 
point one unbiased representa- 
tive-to serve on the committee 
from the position of an outsider 
looking in at UC. The committee 
is to report to the Jan. 30 general 
assembly. 

SSA president Bob McCord ap- 
pointed himself as Stout’s dele- 
gate to the commission. Arndor- 
fer refused to accept appointment, 
Stating ‘‘I have rejected this ap- 
pointment and will continue to 


‘reject it until this body (SSA) has 


had the opportunity to voice its 
opinion on that member.’’ 

The senate later voted to ap- 
point Dave Bruss to represent 
SSU on the commission. 

From the standpoint of a con- 
cerned student at Stout, Arndor- 
fer expressed his concern that, 
“student government is a very 
good thing. But when it involves 
decisions by a few it is not good. 
Granted there are times when 
decisions must be made, but these 
at least should be shared with you, 
the student senate.’’ 

Arndorfer also requested per- 
mission to move his headquarters 
from SSA office into the SWEET 
office. ‘‘I can no longer work in 
the present SSA office,’? he said. 


It was pointed out that a report 
of the Nov. 7-8 United Council 
General Assembly had never been 
made to the senate. Inthe absence 
of UC director Mike Thorou, Bob 
McCord made the report. 

The senate then passed several 
motions concerning UC. In the 


future the UC director willbe re- 


quired to submit a reportinwrit- 
ing and verbally to the senate 
within one week of the General 
Assembly. Appointment of all 
delegates to the general assembly 
must be approved by the senate. 

Following adjournment McCord 
initiated a new practice adopted 
from the Stevens Point senate. He 
passed the gavel around the room, 
giving each senator and person 
in the gallery the opportunity to 
comment, discuss or complain 
about any topic pertinent to the 
senate. Students could also leave 
if they had no complaint. 

After the gavel had been passed, 
McCord had a few comments of 
his own. 

._ McCord said he felt the senate 
members had recently shown that 
they did not trust his leadership, 
He said, ‘‘You have acted on 
things that you do not have know 
ledge and should gain knowledge 
on. Knowledge is needed before 


“you can make the decision, There 


is no such thing as student power, 
There is only student responsi- 
bility.’”’ 

McCord states that he is back- 
ing the reorganization of UC be= 
cause after three years of work 
in that organization he realized 
the inequities in it. He feels 
that UC’s first objective is on 


‘the state level, 


Says McCord, “I have setdown 
my goals and mode of operation, 
If you don’t like it, it?s easy todo 
something about it, and that isn’t 
a challenge. I’m looking for the 
betterment of this organizationor 
I wouldn’t have run for pres~ 
ident.”’ 

Miss Freda Wright, dean of 
Student Activities, spoke to the 
group concerning the sales taxon 
food served in SSU cafeterias at 
the Dec. 2 SSA meeting.

WSU Growth Rapid in Past Decade

state universities (WSU) from

“We are completing.a decade 
in which the state universities 
quadrupled in. enrollment — from 
15,600 in 1960 to nearly 62,000

Vietnam Hardships Described

« ‘It took us over 100 years to 
forgive the French and it will 
take over 1,000 more years to 
forgive the United States.”’ 

Dr. Joseph Elder expressed the 
thoughts of the Vietnamese people 
in answer to a question concern- 
ing the possibility of a linkage 
between defoliation and the de- 
formed birth rate. They believed 
we have disrupted the 
cycle of the people. 

Speaking as a representative 
for the American Friends Service 
Committee (AFSC) a Quaker ser- 
vice and relief organization, Hi- 
der visited Hanoi in 1969. 

Eider showed slides as he spoke 
of the problems and life of the 
people and the government. A 
rubber plantation was ruined by 


our bombs, children’s limbs were - 


blown off and there is an immed- 
iate concern for the livelihood of 
the farmers. 

AFSC has set up a day-care 
center for Vietnamese children 
and a branch. of the hospital is 
used to train people in the pro- 
duction of artificial limbs, which 
are desperately needed.
